Landmark 

DP law is 
i success, 



1,270 city firms 
now offer benefits

S ix months, ago, San Francisco 
enacted its landmark domestic 
partner benefit ordinance, 
which requires firms doing 
business with the city to offer benefits 
to domestic partners of employees if 
those benefits are offered to spouses. 
According to figures released by 
Mayor Willie Brown Tuesday, January 
6, nearly 91 percent of the 3,269 com¬ 
panies that have had their applica¬ 
tions reviewed by the Human Rights 
Commission (HRC) are in compli¬ 
ance with the law. This reflects nearly 
a threefold increase in the number of 
companies offering domestic partner 
benefits, according to HRC’s progress 
report. 

As the mayor pointed out, the ben¬ 
efits of the law extend beyond the Bay 
Area: the 1,270 city contractors that 
offer domestic partner benefits cover 
a nationwide pool of approximately 
642,757 employees. 

“When this all started, only five 
companies nationwide provided such 
benefits,” the mayor said at his regular 
news conference. “Now, more than 
600 do nationwide, and 1,200 do in 
San Francisco. Obviously, this trend 
has a direct impact on - and reduces 
the number of - persons without 
medical coverage.” 

According to HRC’s six-month re¬ 
port of the equal benefits law, decla¬ 
rations have been received from 5,484 
different contractors.since the ordi¬ 
nance went into effect June 1, 1997.

N On that day, January 12, Repub¬ 
lican Attorney General and guber¬ 
natorial hopeful Dan Lungren has threat¬ 
ened to shut down cannabis clubs 
statewide. His action, if carried out by state 
police (with or without local police coop¬ 
eration), will leave patients who rely on 
doctor-prescribed marijuana with little or 
no access to the herb. 

Duly forewarned of the crackdown, one 
San Francisco buyers club has closed its 
doors, another is suspending normal opera¬ 
tions and rethinking the entire pot-club con¬ 
cept, and two others are staking their 
ground, happily dispensing pot as usual 
while girding for police raids. 

“I’m not sure what’s going to happen,” 
said Todd Swindell of Flower Therapy, “but 
I’m aware of Lungren’s intent to shut the 
clubs.” 

Nonetheless, Swindell added, “We have 
every intention of staying open.” 

“We’re staying open till the tanks come 
rolling in,” said Dennis Peron, who not only 
runs the Cannabis Cultivators Club (CCC, 
formerly the Cannabis Buyers Club), but is 
busily gathering voters’ signatures, hoping to

Gay Latino replaces fired 
lesbian parking commissioner

M ayor Willie Brown swore in openly 
gay Latino Jose Cisneros as the 
newest member of San Francisco’s 
Parking and Traffic Commission 
Monday, January 5; Cisneros re¬ 
places Sharon Bretz, the outspoken lesbian 
commissioner whom the mayor unceremo¬ 
niously fired last month. 

Cisneros, who was recommended to 
Brown by soon-to-be treasurer Susan Leal, 
said he is eagerly looking forward to becom¬ 
ing an active commissioner and will be at¬ 
tending his first meeting in a couple of 
weeks. 

The new commissioner, who moved to 
the city five years ago from Boston, is a man¬ 
ager in marketing and financial services for 
Lotus Development Corporation. He coor¬ 
dinates marketing activities for customers, 
media, Lotus/IBM business partners, and in¬ 
dustry groups with a total budget of over $1 
million. Prior to that, Cisneros worked as a 
senior product manager for cc:Mail/Notes in 
Mountain View, where he managed localiza¬ 
tion and translation of Lotus products into 
over 20 international languages. 

While in Massachusetts in the late 1980s 
and early 1990s, Cisneros was a senior prod¬ 
uct manager for One Source Division, where 
he designed, developed, and marketed CD- 
ROM based financial information products.

He was also an assistant vice president at the 
Bank of Boston for six years. Working in the 
international banking division, he managed 
a loan portfolio of over $100 million and 
marketed the bank’s services to corporations 
in North and South America. 

Cisneros completed graduate studies in 
management at Boston University’s Gradu¬ 
ate School of Management in 1986 and re¬ 


ceived a bachelor of science degree in man¬ 
agement from the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Sloan School of Management in 
1982. , 

Since 1995, he has been active in the 
Human Rights Campaign (HRC), as a mem¬

Sheriff to discuss case at Jan. 21 meeting

don’t think something like this 
should happen to anyone,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

The lawsuit stems from an al¬ 
tercation between Gilmore and 
two officers from the Guerneville 
substation of the Sonoma County 
Sheriff’s Department, Steve Sat- 
terwhite and Wade Eubanks, 
which took place at the home 
Gilmore shares with his partner 
Richard Cartiere. 

According to police reports 
and witness testimony, Gilmore 
and Cartiere were entertaining a 
handful of Gilmore’s business as¬ 
sociates at a dinner party when 
the two deputies and a deputy 
trainee climbed onto the couple’s 
back deck, saying they were re¬ 
sponding to a complaint about a 
woman shouting. 

Although one of the party 
guests quickly responded to a 
deputy’s request to turn down the 
loud music that was playing, 
Gilmore’s response to the officers 
was “belligerent, hostile, and ar¬ 
gumentative,” according to one 
deputy’s testimony. 

Based on Gilmore’s statements 
and Satterwhite’s report, it appears 
that Gilmore was upset because he 
believed the noise complaint had 
been made by a next-door neigh¬ 
bor who had made similar calls in 
the past. According to Gilmore, 
that neighbor had harassed the 
men because they are gay. 

As it turned out, the complaint 
had been made by a neighbor 
across the street, who called 911 
to report a woman screaming for 
help. In a tape of the call, which 
was played at Gilmore’s trial, the 
neighbor described the location 
of the noise as several houses 
down from Gilmore and Cartier’s 
home. 

Deputy dogged 

What happened next, accord¬ 
ing to police reports, was that Sat- 
terwhite asked Gilmore and 
Cartiere for their names, so he

could issue a “first notice” about 
the loud music, but the men re¬ 
fused. 

“I asked what their names were, 
and both told us to leave,” Satter¬ 
white’s report states. “Gilmore then 
started towards the sliding door of 
the house, and I followed, telling 
him to stop. I started to follow 
Gilmore to prevent him from flee¬ 
ing or obtaining a weapon,” the re¬ 
port continues. 

According to Gilmore and 
Cartiere, they had already identi¬ 
fied themselves to police, and felt 
that they had complied with the 
deputies’ wishes by turning down 
the music. Gilmore then left the 
deck and went into his house fol¬ 
lowed by Satterwhite, according 
to Gilmore. 

Gilmore’s and Satterwhite’s 
versions of the incident continue 
to diverge. Satterwhite’s report 
says Gilmore turned and swung a 
wine glass at him. Gilmore says 
Satterwhite grabbed him from be¬ 
hind. 

“I went to close the sliding 
screen door, but without a verbal 
warning or caution, the deputy 
charged through the door and 
pushed it open. And as I turned to 
the stereo, one or more policemen 
pushed me against a wall and 
started manhandling me rough,” 
reads a statement from Gilmore. 

For the next nine to 10 min¬ 
utes, according to the police testi¬ 
mony at Gilmore’s trial, Satter¬ 
white and Eubanks punched and 
shoved Gilmore and applied 
painful holds until he submitted 
to handcuffing. Gilmore covered 
his face with his hands', but did 
not strike the deputies, and no¬ 
body was seriously injured. 

Municipal Court judge Frank 
Gallagher sentenced Gilmore to a 
year of probation and a $500 fine. 
The maximum sentence for mis¬ 
demeanor resisting arrest is a 
$1,000 fine, and up to one year in 
jail.

Although a jury found him 
guilty of resisting arrest in the Oc¬ 
tober 18 incident, Richard Gilmore 
says deputies should not have ini¬ 
tiated the episode in the first place. 
He also says that deputies had re¬ 
sponded to the wrong house, pos¬ 
sibly choosing his because of the 
large gay flag in front. 

“I’m suing because, number 
one, I don’t feel I did anything 
wrong; number two, I was at¬ 
tacked in my own home by the 
sheriffs; and, number three, I

San Leandro backs gays 

But PIPE dreams of bigotry

he San Leandro Unified 
School District (SLUSD) 
II Board of Trustees reaffirmed 
the district’s mission statement at 
its Tuesday, January 6 meeting, 
voicing its support of all student 
groups at San Leandro High 
School, including the 
Gay/Straight Alliance Club. 

Trustees also directed Superin¬ 
tendent Thomas L. Himmelberg 
to look into adopting an Alameda 
County resolution calling for sen¬ 
sitivity around gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues that the county’s Board of 
Education passed several years 
ago. Many other school districts in 
the county have adopted the mea¬ 
sure, known as Resolution 1381; 
San Leandro is one of a minority 
that has not taken action on it. 

The high school’s Gay/Straight 
Alliance Club is officially and 
heartily supported by the entire 
school board - plus Himmelberg, 
Principal Leigh Akins, and a ma¬ 
jority of faculty, parents, and stu¬ 
dents - but after a lesbian science 
teacher came out during last Octo¬ 
ber’s on-campus Diversity Week, a 
small opposition anti-gay group 
called People Interested in Public 
Education (PIPE) was hastily 
formed, led by a local Realtor. 

PIPE’S agenda asks that “per¬ 
sonal lifestyle choices” be exclud¬ 
ed from any curricula, and that 
the SLUSD “reject parts of joint 
resolution No. 1381 adopted by 
Alameda County Superintendent 
of Schools that pertain to lifestyle 
choices.” But if PIPE expected 
SLUSD to reject its own progress, 
the expectation seems to have 
been dashed by SLUSD’s reitera¬ 
tion of its mission statement, 
which “clearly affirms the right of 
all students, staff, and 
parents/guardians to be free from 
hate crimes, or any hate-inspired 
activity which degrades an indi¬ 
vidual on the basis of race, eth¬ 
nicity, culture, heritage, sexuality, 
or religion.” Also, SLUSD an¬ 
nounced, “The board and district 
support the right of students to 
form and conduct the 
Gay/Straight Alliance as a student 
club under this legislation.” 


John Cambra, the unofficial 
leader of PIPE, was not at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting; it is believed that 
only one PIPE member was there 
and did not address the board, 
leading some to wonder just how 
much support there is for the 
anti-gay group. Many students, 
parents, teachers, and other resi¬ 
dents told the board they support 
gay and lesbian students at the 
East Bay high school. 

Last fall, Cambra alleged in a 
letter to the editor of a San Lean¬ 
dro newspaper that two lesbian 
students had engaged in a public 
display of affection on campus. 
The letter sparked a wave of ha¬ 
rassment of the girls. The harass¬ 
ing acts including throwing ob¬ 
jects, verbal abuse, and hate let¬ 
ters, resulting in the two girls no 
longer feeling safe on campus, 
and have forced them to leave 
their high school to complete 
their education in an independent 
study program. 

The forces that have rallied in 
support of the teacher’s and stu¬ 
dents’ gay rights are considerable. 
The San Leandro Times reported 
on December 18 that a coalition 
of “over 50 parents, students, and 
community members formed a 
group to counter PIPE.” The 
group is called Project Safe. 

Also closely following the un¬ 
folding saga is Grant Peterson, 
President of the San Francisco/Bay 
Area Chapter of the Gay, Lesbian, 
and Straight Education Network 
(GLSEN), the country’s leading 
educational organization which is 
working to end homophobia in 
our schools. In an exclusive inter¬ 
view with the B.A.R., Peterson 
judged the essential need in the 
schools for safety. “When I talk [to 
homophobes] about making 
schools safe for all kids, then they 
say that they want to talk about 
the other side of the issue. 

“Are they saying that they don’t 
want schools to be safe for all kids?” 

Peterson would like the issue 
of safety, rather than sexuality, to 
come first, and believes education 
of the straight kids is of primary 
importance. He feels that kids 
must be able to discuss the truth 
of the world around them, and in¬ 
telligently discuss the fact that 
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Gay & Lesbian Catholics,

Victoria Forrester 
to be special guest at 
Alameda dinner Jan. 15

- n ad hoc group called 
Alamedans Together: A 
Campaign for Civility, 
made up of members from sever¬ 
al local organizations including 
Out on the Island (OOTI), is 
planning a community-wide 
event to be held on Thursday, Jan¬ 
uary 15, Martin Luther King Jr.’s 
birthday. Alameda schoolteacher 
Victoria Forrester, who was 
cleared last month by the Com¬ 
mission on Teacher Credentialing, 
is scheduled to be the special 
guest, and her sixth grade class 
will provide a tribute to King dur¬ 
ing the evening’s program. 

In a related development, the 
Alameda City Council unani¬ 
mously passed a resolution last 
month declaring the municipali¬ 
ty to be a hate-free city. The reso¬ 
lution states in part that the peo¬ 
ple of Alameda “find hate violence 
to be cowardly, appalling, and un¬ 
wanted,” and resolves to “stand to¬ 
gether with all people of good 
faith across the country, and sup¬ 
port this national effort to push 
back the rising tide of hate vio¬ 
lence by involving the diverse 
Alameda communities in an ef¬ 
fort to address hate violence.” 

The Alamedans Together group 
was initially convened by Ben Felix 
and Sioux Thompson, OOTI exec¬ 
utive board members. The pur¬ 
pose of next week’s gathering is to 
bring together city residents from a 
variety of cultural and ethnic 
groups, in order to share a meal, 
enjoy entertainment, and affirm 
that the island city is enriched by 
its diverse communities. 

The group started meeting 
several months ago because they 


shared concerns regarding divi¬ 
siveness and hostility. Residents 
had noted uncivil exchanges at 
city council meetings by members 
of the audience and speakers be¬ 
fore the council; racial incidents at 
Alameda schools; the complaint 
and attacks on Forrester; the toss¬ 
ing of a Molotov cocktail at Felix’s 
home; and over two years of hos¬ 
tile anti-gay rhetoric in letters to 
the editor of the Alameda Journal 
newspaper. At their first meeting, 
group members watched the 
video Notin Our Town, which de¬ 
picts positive community re¬ 
sponse to hostile or divisive oc¬ 
currences elsewhere. 

At the community event, a 
shared potluck dinner will be fol¬ 
lowed by a tribute to King by the 
sixth graders. Entertainment will 
include a variety of multicultural 
musical performances and the 
launching of a citywide unity 
campaign. A proclamation from 
the city’s Social Services and 
Fluman Relations Board (SSHRB) 
will be read. It denounces hate vi¬ 
olence in Alameda, and partici¬ 
pants will be asked to support the 
following three value statements 
of Alamedans Together: 1) We 
value compassion, respect for, and 
the dignity of all Alamedans; 2) 
We value civil discourse in dis¬ 
cussing issues; 3) We value an in¬ 
clusive city of people with differ¬ 
ing opinions and ideas. 

Alamedans Together is the lat¬ 
est move on the part of city resi¬ 
dents in a concerted response to 
incidents of racism and homo¬ 
phobia, as well as a reaction to the 
vocal efforts of a small group of 
local right-wing organizers. In ad¬ 
dition to the Alameda Chapter of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 


(NAACP) and a fair housing or¬ 
ganization, both of which have 
existed in the city since the 1960s, 
several other groups have formed 
over the last several years, primar¬ 
ily to represent various ethnic 
communities and to combat inci¬ 
dents of racism. 

In addition to OOTI, commu¬ 
nity groups that have indicated 
they will participate in next week’s 
event include: Alameda Chamber 
of Commerce, Xanthos, Afghan 
Support Group, Filipino Ameri¬ 
can Community Service Organi¬ 
zation, Central American Refuge 
Committee of the East Bay, Coali¬ 
tion of Alamedans for Racial 
Equality, the SSHRB, Alameda 
Rotary Club, City of Alameda De¬ 
mocratic Club, Republican 
Women’s Club, California School 
of Professional Psychology, West 
End Concerned Citizens, Alame¬ 
da Chapter of the NAACP, Alame¬ 
da Children and Youth Collabora¬ 
tive, Alameda Ministerial Associa¬ 
tion, and the Organization of 
Alameda Asians. 

Felix and Thompson said that 
Alamedans Together is the broad¬ 
est coalition yet to say that it is not 
acceptable in Alameda to attack 
communities or individuals for 
who and what they are, nor to 
perpetuate rhetoric based on hate 
and prejudice. T

But the jury foreman at the 
trial, who said jurors had to find 
Gilmore guilty because he had 
“technically” violated the misde¬ 
meanor code for resisting arrest, 
criticized the county for bringing 
the case to trial at all. 

“In general, the jury did not 
feel particularly comfortable with 
what we were charged to do,” said 
the foreman, Lyle Keseker-Dot- 
son, an independent Catholic 
priest from Santa Rosa. “Our gen¬ 
eral perspective is that this should 
never have happened.” 

Alternative juror June Gardner, 


a Santa Rosa bookkeeper who did 
not participate in the verdict, went 
even farther in her comments. 

“I felt he was not guilty, and I 
would stand by it,” she said. “I be¬ 
lieve it’s a gay issue. They [Gilmore 
and Cartiere] have cause to be 
leery and concerned [when police 
come onto their property]. Of 
course they’re somewhat para¬ 
noid, and rightly so.” 

Gardner went on to describe 
how police handled a similar sit¬ 
uation when they responded to a 
noise complaint against her next- 
door neighbors, a heterosexual 
couple, and one of the neighbors 
was rude to the police. She said 
the officers just stood outside the 
couple’s door and told them to 


turn down the music, and didn’t 
ask for their names. 

“Something needs to be done 
about the tactics of the law en¬ 
forcement,” commented Gardner. 
“This brutality has got to stop.” 

Sonoma County Sheriff James 
Piccinini said he could not com¬ 
ment on Gilmore’s lawsuit be¬ 
cause he had not yet seen it. How¬ 
ever, he is planning to address this 
case and other community issues 
at a meeting of the Russian River 
committee of the Sonoma Coun¬ 
ty Human Rights Commission 
Hate Crimes Network next 
Wednesday, January 21. The 
meeting is scheduled to begin at 6 
p.m. in the Guerneville Library 
Forum Room. ▼

ere’s an invariable rule of journalism: 
Long past deadline, as everything is 
set to go to press, important stories 
will break. Such was the case this week, when 
we got a late and sketchy report about a Cal¬ 
ifornia appellate court’s ruling that people 
with HIV who have unprotected sex have 
committed aggravated criminal assault. 

Guevara v. The Superior Court of Santa 
Cruz County, which formed the basis for the 
ruling, happened to concern a heterosexual 
incident, but the 'triplications are probably 
greater for the gay male community (which 
still has three-quarters of the AIDS cases in 
San Francisco) than for our straight coun¬ 
terparts. The judges ruled that even though 
the sex in question was consensual, the de¬ 
fendant was guilty of assault with a deadly 
weapon because he was HIV-positive and 
neglected to inform his partner (who was 
HIV-negative - not that that might matter). 

In other words, so-called “bareback sex” 
without a condom may start earning serious 
jail time in California. 

In light of the new ruling, it is essential for 
every HIV-positive person to clearly indicate 
their status to anyone with whom they have 
sex. They will probably find that some po¬ 
tential sex partners won’t care - because they 
are already infected, or they assume they’re 
infected, or they don’t care if they’re infected 
(about whom we’ll reserve judgment; they’ll 
have their own problems without our op¬ 
probrium) - and will willingly participate in 
unprotected sex; others will be forced to con¬ 
sider what they’re about to do, and will de¬ 
mand protected sex or none at all. For that 
reason, because it will spare more infections 
at a time when young people in particular are 
at risk, the ruling will have benefits. 

Unfortunately, there are also drawbacks. 
In the absence of research into reinfection is¬ 
sues (an unconscionable absence, if you ask 
us) the state may well decide all unprotected 
sex by people with HIV is criminal. And 
based upon its past history, we aren’t sure we 
can trust the state to provide decent care to 
those people with HIV who find themselves 
behind bars. The HIV in Prison Project that 
has fought so hard for infected prisoners in 
the past is now gasping for life and may be 
nothing but a memory by next month, so it’s 
unlikely it can help. 

Frankly, most people who get busted for 


this should expect to die in a jail 
cell. Those who survive to their re¬ 
lease date may find themselves listed as a 
violent sex offender - not a pleasant way 
to live out one’s life, we suspect. 

The lesson here is: “Protect 
yourself by protecting others.” 

On a related note, the state 
of Texas scheduled a public hearing this 
week on a proposal to keep sex offenders in 
custody even after they’ve served their 
prison terms. The sweetly-named “civil 
commitment” law (which we always 
thought was a marriage before a justice of 
the peace) would allow the state to institu¬ 
tionalize sex criminals after their prison 
sentences have been completed. 

State Senator Florence Shapiro, who 
called the hearings, told reporters, “Just be¬ 
cause a sex offender is no longer considered 
a criminal by our statutory definition does 
not mean the person no longer poses a 
threat to our communities. Sending these 
high-risk individuals back out into society 
without establishing their rehabilitation is 
irresponsible and dangerous.” 

Um, yes, Florence, that may be true; but 
it is also true about drunk drivers and wife- 



beaters. Only in matters of sex are 
people willing to shred the United 
I States Constitution and .propose in¬ 
definite incarceration. 

We wonder what the efforts 
at “establishing their rehabili¬ 
tation” will entail. Rehabilita¬ 
tion has always been given 
more lip service than priority in American 
prisons, and if Texas enacts the proposal 
without setting plans and guidelines to gen¬ 
uinely rehabilitate inmates, it is simply 
going to warehouse offenders until they die. 

By the way, Shapiro lobbied for the pro¬ 
posal by pointing out similar laws have al¬ 
ready been enacted in Washington and 
Kansas ... and California. So be careful. 

Finally, because this thought won’t leave 
our mind and we don’t want people to mis¬ 
understand our feelings about unprotected 
sex, we encourage people to avoid it unless 
they can be totally sure it won’t adversely af¬ 
fect their HIV status. Again, we suggest gay 
men try the internal condoms that provide 
a sensation as close to skin-against-skin as 
it’s possible to get and maintain safety. They 
aren’t perfect, but they are certainly prefer¬ 
able to death and/or a life behind bars. ▼ 



Abort/alt/delete

think it was Gilbert and Sullivan who 
wrote that every one of us is born a lit¬ 
is tie liberal or a little conservative. The 
implication is that one’s political and philo¬ 
sophical beliefs are as unchangeable as one’s 
skin color: determined if not at birth, then 
not very much thereafter, and held uncriti¬ 
cally from that time on. But that is not the 
case - at least with me. My beliefs about 
abortion changed radically. 

In the fall of 1988, NOW threw a rally on 
the national mall here in Washington, DC, 
trumpeting abortion and its many benefits. 
Much of the media picked up their tone, li¬ 
onizing NOW in glowing and congratula¬ 
tory terms. One newspaper that joined in 
the general brouhaha was the capital city’s 
only weekly lesbian and gay publication. Its 
front-page cheer for NOW caught my eye 
and gave me the impetus finally to rebel 
against the myth that if you’re homosexual, 
then of course you are for abortion. 

I had moved to the District of Columbia 
only three years earlier from South Caroli¬ 
na. I had never lived in any city that might 
qualify as “big,” or become part of an actu¬ 
al gay community, and so these years were 
filled with adapting to a new life, not only 
in a “big city,” but in a community of peo¬ 
ple like me. It was astonishing; it was heav¬ 
en; and I desperately wanted to fit in. Al¬ 
most unconsciously, I absorbed the man¬ 
ners and mores of the people around me, 
including what seemed to be their unani¬ 
mous consensus on this or that burning po¬ 
litical topic. Inevitably, abortion was among 
them. Bar conversations, when the subject 


came up, included a blatant sneer at pro-lif¬ 
ers. and explicit hurrays for the champions 
of “choice.” And so, in time, did I. After all, 
this is what we all thought, right? Could we 
all be wrong? 

The problem was, though, that I was not 
really sure that we were right. My uncertain¬ 
ties persisted, no matter how many argu¬ 
ments I marshaled in my mind, to allay my 
doubts and coax me into full agreement 
with gay dogma. This was not hard to do. 

I was able to find excellent reasons for 
favoring abortion rights with very lit¬ 
tle trouble. Relying on them would 
give me an effortless coast right into 
abortion activism, with the bonus 
of feeling that my place in the les¬ 
bian and gay community, my com¬ 
munity, was approved and 
secure. And most of all, I 
could stop wondering 
about whether or not we 
were right. I would never 
have to think about it again. I would simply 
be part of the group mindmeld, and there 
would be simple answers at last. 

Yet all these enticements, and all my rea¬ 
sons for settling in the pro-choice camp, 
faded like a dream when, in all intellectual 
honesty, I forced myself to look at the cen¬ 
tral problem which never goes away: the life 
and humanity of the unborn child. In being 
truthful with myself, I had to acknowledge 
that her life is a fact. It does not rely on any 
philosophical preference, and one never 
needs to drag the Bible or religion in by the 
hind-legs to try to prop it up. I researched 
the biological facts of her body: that her 
heart has begun beating by the time she is 
three weeks old, she emits brain waves after 


little over a month, by ten weeks she is suck¬ 
ing her thumb, and so on. She is alive! There 
is never a time after her conception when 
she is not. 

But surely her body, such as it is, isn’t re¬ 
ally her own? Can there be any doubt that, 
develop though she may, she is fundamen¬ 
tally part of her mother’s body and so with¬ 
out a life and rights of her own, at least till 
she’s born and living on her own? I asked 
such questions hopefully; but again, I had 
to be honest. The “product of conception,” 
as abortion advocates euphemistically de¬ 
scribe her, has from her very begin- 
ning a new and unique combina- 
" tion of genetic codes, funda¬ 
mentally different from either of 
her parents. These codes deter¬ 
mine her gender, her fea¬ 
tures, the colors of her 
skin, hair, eyes, so many 
of her essential character¬ 
istics, possibly even in¬ 
cluding her sexual orientation. In short, 
she’s a separate human being, different from 
her mother. What other “part of the 
woman’s body” has its own genetic code? 
None. She is her own person with her own 
body, and her body has its own rights. Real¬ 
izing this clinched it for me. I threw up my 
hands and said, “I give up. I am pro-life.” ▼

Unilateral decision at AHP 

[The following letter was sent to Dr. James W. Dilley, 
MD, Executive Director, UCSFAIDS Health Project:] 

You are, by now, certainly aware of client concerns 
around the recent decision to force all AHP support 
groups to meet at the new AHP Market Street offices. 
As a member of an on-going support group, I can as¬ 
sure you that the decision was heither communicat¬ 
ed clearly nor accurately to either the groups or the 
group facilitators. In most cases, the fact that the de¬ 
cision which had been made was all-encompassing 
and was irrevocable was only discovered by support 
group members after the fact. 

I find it very interesting that, in light of intense 
coverage in the gay press about patient or client-fo¬ 
cused care (focused primarily on the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation), AHP unilaterally made this deci¬ 
sion without any input from clients who were to be 
directly affected by the decision. Without dwelling on 
the merits or demerits of the decision itself, it is 
telling that AHP appears to have taken the attitude 
that AHP general staff and clinicians are in a far bet¬ 
ter position to determine what is in the best interests 
of the client base served by the organization than are 
the clients or group facilitators themselves. This runs 
contrary, as I am sure you are aware, to current trends 
in patient and client-focused models of care. 

When clients of AHP have attempted to find out 
why the decision was made and why it must include 
all support groups regardless of the special needs of 
individual groups, the staff at AHP has con¬ 
sistently failed to offer any strong rationale 
| for the decision. Many of the reasons given 
for the change in policy have been super¬ 
ficial or clearly insulting to the intelli¬ 
gence of the clients AHP serves - “The 
decision has been made” and cannot be 
revisited, and “Change is always diffi¬ 
cult.” No matter how necessary AHP 
may feel that the new policy is, the fail¬ 
ure/refusal to address client concerns, 
and the patronizing attitude are profoundly disturb¬ 
ing. 

The clients served by AHP are intelligent individ¬ 
uals who are quite capable of engaging in a meaning¬ 
ful dialogue with AHP staff. Most importantly, AHP 
exists to serve the needs of its client base, not dictate 
policy to them. Much damage has already been done. 
AHP’s inability to deal forthrightly with on-going 
client concerns is not helpful by any stretch of the 
imagination. Until AHP accepts the fact that an MD 
or a MSW after a person’s name is no mandate to de¬ 
value the opinions and needs of clients, I cannot see 
this situation improving.

Powell’s no friend of kids 

[The following was sent to Supervisor Gavin Newsom:] 

Mayor Brown said, “Under no circumstances 
should anybody denigrate Colin Powell’s efforts as it 
relates to children. To thank him ... seems to be ... a 
matter of common courtesy.” A Chronicle editorial 
asks, “Do courtesy, common sense, and respect have 
a place in City Hall politics?” I ask the same question 
of you and Willie Brown. 

This isn’t just about gays in the military. It’s more 
elementary than that. It’s about courtesy, common 
sense, and respect for all people. It’s about protecting 
children, straight and gay, from bigotry. 

Children develop homophobia and other forms of 
bigotry through a process of education and socializa- • 
tion administered by adults. It is the responsibility of 
parents, teachers, clergy, military leaders, politicians, 
indeed all adults, to provide children with an envi¬ 
ronment and an example which are free of bigotry 
and hatred. It is the right of children to be protected 
from discrimination and harassment. They deserve 
to learn to feel good about themselves and others re¬ 
gardless of differences, so that when they are adults, 
they will not feel uncomfortable or intimidated by the 
mere presence of people who are different from 
themselves. 

The example presented by Colin Powell in his 
publicly-stated position on gay people continues the 
tradition of denigrating gay people, and promotes the 
culture of homophobia in the military and other 
American institutions. It should not be so hard for 
Powell and Brown to understand that to denigrate the 
humanity of other people teaches children to hate. 

The money raised by Colin Powell is for a men¬ 
toring program for children. Before Powell deserves 
thanks from the gay and lesbian community of San 
Francisco, or is allowed to act as mentor for its chil¬ 
dren, he needs to change his tune. He needs to sing 
openly and loudly of respect, tolerance, and inclusion 
for all Americans in all aspects of American life. It’s 
elementary. If you want to thank Mr. Powell person¬ 
ally for what you view as a good deed, then you 
should just do it. But please do not thank him for me 
or the other people of SF who do not think that his 
public stance against a large segment of our nation’s 
population is exemplary for kids.

A hero’s mantle? 

General Powell’s accomplishments include, in 
part, the following: 

• Argued before the Congress that homophobia 
was and is essential to national security. No, thanks. 

• Challenged his Commander-in-Chief publicly 
over policy, making it more difficult, if not impossi¬ 
ble, had he had to do implement the president’s pol¬ 
icy. No, thanks. 

• Created a permissive atmosphere for subordinate 
field and line officers to feel secure in belittling their 
Commander-in-Chief publicly, for which several 
were paid the heavy price of retirement with full ben¬ 
nies. No, thanks. 

• Telegraphed America’s lessons learned in “its war 
in Vietnam”: that we would not deploy or engage an 
enemy anywhere unless we did so with such over¬ 
whelming numbers as to ensure greater friendly fire 
casualties then hostile fire injuries. Any potential in¬ 
ternational sociopath with a wristwatch and a globe 
could do the arithmetic, and see that any retaliatory 
strike would be weeks or months away, if at all. 

This may have led directly to the need to mount 
the largest hostile military amassment on foreign soil 
in the history of the US for the most embarrassing 
turkey shoot the US has ever endured, and for what? 
Cheap raw crude for cheap refined gasoline, and to 
save political and national “face.” Force is only an ef¬ 
fective deterrent if it can be used without prescriptive 
conditions.

[The editor wearily responds: It is anyone’s preroga¬ 
tive to value desperately sick humans and laboratory 
animals equally, but that prerogative does not translate 
into a right to stop research that saves those humans’ 
lives. Sorry. The protease inhibitors that have cut AIDS 
mortality by 60% were tested on animals, so it is fool¬ 
ish to say the search for a cure is doomed because of an¬ 
imal experiments; the search isn’t totally successful yet, 
but only an idiot could argue we would be closer with¬ 
out animal tests. We do support the concept of using 
human faith healers instead of animals, but until that’s 
legal we reiterate our support for animal testing and 
suggest the good reverend pondera variation on her ini¬ 
tial questions: Isn’t it time to start re-thinking the con¬ 
cept of religion ? Why, after 2,000 years of ministers 
making a living by selling Christianity, is there still evil 
in the world?] 

Is your prostate in the right hands? 

Gentlemen over 40: do not leave the welfare of 
your prostate entirely in the hands of medical profes¬ 
sionals. After the detection of my friend’s prostate 
cancer, I was staggered at how little was known by so 
many people about this walnut-sized item of theirs, 
the prostate, and their PSA (Prostate Specific Anti¬ 
gen) levels. (E.g., “PSA, isn’t that a measure of tire 
pressure?”) 

As I wrote to the physician-in-chief at Kaiser Per- 
manente, with the advent of usage about a decade ago 
of PSA levels as an indication of prostate problems, I 
believe it should be incumbent upon healthcare peo¬ 
ple to offer and encourage this test (via blood sam¬ 
ple) to their middle-aged male clients. 

Consider the case of my friend. 

About 15 years ago, the physician noted a nodule 
on the prostate by DRE (Digital Rectal Examination), 
and it was watched regularly. 

A routine hernia repair was performed in 1996, 
with no prostate checkup. 

My friend complained of frequent urination in 
late 1996 (with a new physician), and was told by that 
physician, “I get up twice per night, at your age [69]. 
It’s expected.” Period. No mention of a PSA test. 

Later in 1996 (new physician, again), a routine 
physical was performed, including DRE. My friend 
was told the prostate felt fine. No PSA test. 

Autumn 1997, he was given another routine phys¬ 
ical, and finally a PSA test was explained and given. 
Reading 27 - alarmingly high - biopsy ordered, can¬ 
cer found, Stage T2C. 

My feeling is that extremely valuable time was lost 
in this case, due to an uninformed patient. And he 
was uninformed due to the above instances of not 
going the whole route available at the time. 

Message: The well-known fact is, the earlier the de¬ 
tection, the easier and surer the treatment. 

Question: Do you know your PSA level? If not, find 
out now!

ith the New Year already a 
week old, this column is 
not going to start off 
1998 with a tired old review of the 
past 12 months. Every other 
writer and newspaper has already 
done that. Nor will we make any 
predictions concerning what’s 
ahead. However, it is worth men¬ 
tioning a few political highlights 
from 1997 and ruminating a bit 
on what to expect in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

Nationally, the losers of 1997 
included the tobacco companies.

House Republicans suffered 
when they tried to kick Speaker 
Newt Gingrich out of office. 
Their attempt backfired, with 
Gingrich coming out of the whole 
affair seemingly even stronger 
than before. 

Senator Fred Thompson (R- 

Tenn.), the chair of the highly 
touted committee to expose cam¬ 
paign finance abuses, had to close 
up shop and admit defeat - de¬ 
spite having spent millions in tax¬ 
payer dollars on the effort - part¬ 
ly because his own party was as 
guilty of infractions as the De¬ 
mocrats. Furthermore, when 
given the chance, the GOP-con- 
trolled Congress turned tail and 
refused to pass any .meaningful 
campaign finance reform. Evi¬ 
dently, neither party wants to 
harm the various cash cows that 
bankroll their campaigns.

The hateful Jesse Helms 

wound up with the short end of 
the stick when he alone blocked 
any hearings on the nomination 
of pro-gay, moderate Republican 
Governor William Weld of 
Massachusetts to become ambas¬ 
sador to Mexico. Helms’s fellow 
Republicans sat timidly by and let 
the vituperative chair of the For¬ 


eign Relations Committee single- 
handedly kill Weld’s chances, 
though many of them confessed 
that they thought the governor 
would make an excellent diplo¬ 
mat. Helms won the battle, but in 
terms of his public image, he def¬ 
initely lost the war. 

The Middle East peace process 
lost big in 1997, despite the good 
intentions and hard work of Sec¬ 
retary of State Madeleine Al¬ 
bright. The Palestinians and the 
Israelis appear further than ever 
from any meaningful resolution 
of their problems. Plus, the leader 
of Iraq now knows he can push 
the rest of the world around - or 
at least keep everyone on tenter¬ 
hooks. 

As for the victors ... 
well, labor is some¬ 
thing of a winner. It 
has once again be¬ 
come a real force in 
American (Democ¬ 
ratic Party) politics. 
The Democratic Party 
itself became a 
winner by be¬ 
coming the 
only party in 
decades to balance a national 
budget. 

President Clinton came out 
smelling like a rose last year de¬ 
spite the Clinton-Gore-Democra¬ 
tic Party fundraising scandals, the 
ongoing Whitewater investiga¬ 
tion, the Paula Jones case, etc. 
Clinton’s approval ratings are at 
an all-time high, higher than 
Ronald Reagan’s were at this 
point in his second term. 

For the Republicans, William 
Weld lost his skirmish with Helms 
but emerged as a potential leader 
of his party’s moderate/progres¬ 
sive wing at the 2000 GOP con¬ 
vention. Magazine mogul Steve 
Forbes increased his appeal by 
broadening his issues (not just 
economic) and courting the right 
wing. 

In California, term limits final¬ 
ly (well, almost finally) prevailed. 
That means that a slew of legisla¬ 
tors will have to hang it up this 
year. Governor Pete Wilson 
heads into his final year in office 
with no place else to go (maybe a 
nice piece of beachfront property 
outside San Diego?). 

In local news, the 49ers finally 
got the voters to give them a new 
stadium, and the year ended with 
Mayor Willie Brown seeing his 
ratings drop drastically. Undoubt¬ 
edly, he now understands the ef¬ 
fect of the homeless problem - 
something he boasted he could fix 
- on the careers of Art Agnos and 
Frank Jordan. 

Crystal balls 

In 1998,1 see the GOP holding 
on to both houses of Congress, 
though probably by smaller mar¬ 
gins in both the House and the 
Senate. U.S. Senator Bob Kerry 
(Nebraska) will likely emerge as 
Al Gore’s main opponent for the 
Demo presidential nomination, 
not Representative Richard 
Gephardt. Many others, like Vir¬ 
ginia Sen. Jay Rockefeller and 
N.J. ex-Senator Bill Bradley, will 
make noises about entering the 
race to succeed Clinton. 

Special Investigator Kenneth 
Starr of Whitewater fame will fi¬ 
nally close up shop and go to Pep- 
perdine (after having squandered 
$60 million on a hopeless effort). 
President Clinton will settle the 
nasty Paula Jones case and avoid

ever going to court. Congress and 
the White House will fight over 
the “budget surplus” (the first one 
in many years), falling all over 
each other to see who can first 
propose a tax cut instead of ap¬ 
plying the money elsewhere (like 
education, Social Security, etc.). 

In politics, 1998 will see Di¬ 
anne Feinstein running for gov¬ 
ernor - and winning - in Califor¬ 
nia. Mayor Brown will forgo play¬ 
ing sports commentator and fi¬ 
nally try to do something mean¬ 
ingful about the homeless, the 
filthy streets, and Muni. Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano will become 
the next president of the Board of 
Supes. 

Senator Quentin Kopp will 
retire from public office but not 
from politics. He and the growing 
anti-Brown legions will be on the 
lookout for a candidate to oppose 
Willie Brown the next time 
around. 

A Latina lesbian will be ap¬ 
pointed to replace new City Trea¬ 
surer Susan Leal on the Board of 
Supes. James Hormel will be 
confirmed as the next Ambas¬ 
sador to Luxembourg despite op¬ 
position from a few homophobic 
GOP senators. Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden will emerge as an 
even more powerful legislative 
leader in Sacramento following 
Speaker Cruz Bustamante’s de¬ 
parture due to term limits. State 
Senator John Burton will be¬ 
come the next state senate presi¬ 
dent pro tern, after a nasty intra¬ 
party fight. Bustamante will be 
the Democratic nominee in No¬ 
vember for secretary of state. 

Senator Barbara Boxer will 
defeat Republican Matt Fong 
and win re-election next Novem¬ 
ber in a tight race. A well-financed 
lesbian attorney could very well 
ruin Public Defender Jeff 
Brown’s summer by filing against 
him in the June election.

Former Santa Clara Supervisor 
Ron Gonzales will defeat Coun- 
cilwoman Pat Dando to become 
San Jose’s next mayor. San Diego 
Councilwoman Christine Kehoe 
(D) will defeat the GOP incum¬ 
bent in November to become Cal¬ 
ifornia’s first openly gay House 
member. 

Finally, back to Washington, 
President Clinton’s new pet, the 
chocolate-brown Labrador 
“Buddy,” will shamelessly suck up 
to First Cat “Socks,” who suffered 
a crisis after Chelsea Clinton’s 
departure for Stanford and has re¬ 
portedly gotten very territorial as 
of late. The two will eventually

n the January 1998 Esquire (the 

annual “Dubious Achievement 

Awards” issue), the magazine 
pokes fun at the leaders of the 
Southern Baptist Convention’s 
failed call for a boycott of Disney 
because of its anti-discrimina¬ 
tory employment policies re¬ 
garding sexual orientation and 
a commitment to diversity 
in programming. 

“When we first 
heard about [the boy¬ 
cott], we chuckled soft¬ 
ly at the quaintness of it 
all,” it begins. “Who’s 
next, the Camp Fire 
Girls? 

“It’s not as.though 
the Magic Kingdom is 
some kind of wholesome, star- 
spangled coyer for an insidious 
plot to undermine the values of 
the vast and trusting majority of 
right-thinking Americans. Or is 
it?” 

The article then cites numer¬ 
ous absurd and humorous exam¬ 
ples of things Disney and its sub¬ 
sidiaries have done that paranoid 
radical religious folk could see as 
the “promotion of homosexuali¬ 
ty,” including: “The ‘music’ of 
Queen, the rock band headed by 
the late Freddy Mercury, is dis¬ 
tributed by Hollywood Records, a 
Disney subsidiary. When he was 
alive Mercury usually wore leather 
pants”? and, “Sinead O’Connor, 
who has recorded songs for Dis¬ 
ney movie soundtracks, and who 
once tore up a picture of the Pope 
on national TV, portrays the Vir¬ 
gin Mary in The Butcher Boy. 
Though [the film] is not a Mira¬ 
max [i.e., Disney] film, you know, 
it sounds like something that 
could be”; and, “Paramount’s In & 
Out featured an onscreen kiss be¬ 


tween Tom Selleck and Kevin 
Kline. And though the film is in 
no way related to Disney, it made 
us wonder. Paramount? Para¬ 
mount too?” 

Esquire should have included 
itself in its list of Dubious 
Achievements of 1997 for pulling 
a gay-themed story from its April 
issue, allegedly because the maga¬ 
zine feared that Chrysler, a major 
advertiser for the magazine, might 
be offended by the work by 
critically acclaimed author 
David Leavitt. When the 
magazine tried to ex¬ 
plain the allegation 
away, its excuse was 
that the fairly tame sex¬ 
ual content of the story 
would “offend many, 
many people.” The de¬ 
cision was either cor¬ 
porate pandering in 
editorial content or 
anti-gay bias, or both. Still, Es¬ 
quire does a good turn with the 
Disney/Baptist satire and should 
be recognized for what might be a 
sign of good things to come in the 
new year. 

Please commend Esquire for 
the new Disney satire, but also re¬ 
mind them that while their own 
dubious achievements during 
1997 are gone, they will not soon 
be forgotten.

ince I960, when astronomer 
Frank Drake first turned the 
85-foot Green Bank radiote¬ 
lescope toward the nearby star 
Tau Ceti, the search for signals 
from extraterrestrial 
civilizations has be¬ 
come a major scien¬ 
tific enterprise, bolstered by 
widespread public interest, 
solid theoretical studies, and 
ingenious technical advances. 
The first contact with 
aliens still remains in 
the domain of science 
fiction, but it could be¬ 
come a reality at any 
time. So it’s none too 
soon to think about the potential 
consequences of such contact, 
and in particular to pose the ques¬ 
tion: What’s in it for queers? 

Since a basic requirement for 
communication is that “they” 
have constructed radiotelescopes, 


we can be sure that we will be 
dealing with a technical civiliza¬ 
tion, and not one that is dedicated 
solely to, say, contemplation of 
their navels (if they have such or¬ 
gans). And given that we have had 
technology for such a short time, 
it seems likely that any civilization 
we hear from will be far 
more advanced 
than our own - 
thousands, perhaps mil¬ 
lions of years ahead of us. 

Regardless of the nature of 
the alien civilization, or what we 
do or do not learn from 
it, it seems likely that 
the knowledge that we 
are but one life among 
many will greatly 
strengthen our own 
sense of family: that differences of 
skin color, religion, and sexual 
orientation will pale into insignif¬ 
icance in the realization of our 
common terrestrial heritage. This 
I see as being the major benefit of 
contact with aliens. If we can sur-

vive the culture shock, we will be 
better humans for the experience. 

But what of the actual infor¬ 
mation that we might receive? 
People talk of cures for cancer, 
controlled nuclear fusion, rational 
government, and so forth. Yes, but 
these are trivial - things we could 
figure out unaided within a cen¬ 
tury or two at most. The beings 
who we hear from will be far, far 


for computer-controlled robots, 
until we realize that they are the 
true evolutionary successors to 
their organic forerunners, incor¬ 
porating the entirety of their 
minds but extending them in 
ways we can scarcely imagine. The 
great majority of technical civi¬ 
lizations in the galaxy, I .suspect, 
will turn out to be post-organic. 

Soon, we will clamor for our

beyond that level. One thing 
above all may shock us about 
them: that they no longer are 
made of organic chemicals - the 
carbon compounds, dissolved in 
water, that form the basis of life 
on earth and probably of natural 
life everywhere. Too squishy, too 
unreliable, too mortal! Rather, my 
speculation is that they will have 
translated themselves into inor¬ 
ganic media. We will take them 


own translation. Even without 
alien contact, we may make some 
progress in that direction. Per¬ 
haps, as Marvin Minsky of MIT 
has suggested, it will happen 
through haphazard bionic re¬ 
placement of body or brain parts. 
Or perhaps natural or man-made 
catastrophes will force us to con¬ 
front our organic vulnerability 
and to work toward a completely 
new physical identity. But alien 
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contact will be the real spur, as 
well as the source of knowledge 
and skill to achieve what they have 
achieved. 

Once we have achieved it, sex 
(whether virtual or real) will be 
purely recreational in function. 
No need for reproduction: if you 
get hit by lightning, they will re¬ 
constitute you from stored 
records. There will be no moral 
distinction between gay or 
straight - why should there be? 
Nor much of a practical distinc¬ 
tion either, for plug-in modules 
will allow each of us to experience 
any or all sexualities that we de¬ 
sire, for essentially limitless peri¬ 
ods. What JPL scientist Amy Ryan 
has called the “empathy cruise” - a 
temporary voyage into other peo¬ 
ple’s minds, made possible by 
technology - could become a per¬ 
manent state of being. And the 
pleasure of sex and orgasm could 
be ramped up to the maximum 
that our systems could tolerate. 
Immediately after the Translation, 
human psychosexual evolution 
will be extraordinarily fast, but 
later it will settle into a steady 
state, whose details, are hard to 
predict. 

Pleasure at the turn of a dial? 
But then, why do anything? 
Wouldn’t we become like the 
Lotus-Eaters, or like those lab rats 
who do nothing but stimulate 
their own brains? Indeed, it seems 
as if that must happen. How 
could the life of the intellect sur¬ 
vive, when a fictive but com¬ 
pelling sense of intellectual ac¬ 
complishment could be keyed in, 
at any desired intensity? And so 
we will disengage ourselves from 
unnecessary pursuits, and our ra¬ 
diotelescopes will swing idly on 
their mounts, hearing and send¬ 
ing nothing. 

But then, such a fate must have 
overtaken alien civilizations, too. 
They will not have bothered to 
send us a message in the first 
place, and we will remain alone in 
the universe. T

Digital Queers will present two 
community service awards at the 
event.

The status of 3,269 has been final¬ 
ized, with 2,966, or 90.7 percent, 
found to be in compliance, and 
303 (9.3 percent) found to still 
discriminate. The contractors in¬ 
clude 23 large businesses with 
more than 5,000 workers each; 66 
medium-sized firms with between 
500 and 4,999 employees; and 
1,181 small businesses that have 
fewer than 500 workers. Of the 
complying contractors, 1,270 (43 
percent) offer benefits to all em¬ 
ployees, 1,080 (36 percent) do not 
offer any benefits to their employ¬ 
ees, and 616 (21 percent) do not 
have any employees. 

Of the 1,080 city contractors 
not offering any benefits, the ma¬ 
jority have fewer than 20 employ¬ 
ees in the workforce, stated the 
HRC report. 

Stories, not numbers 

Gay officials were very pleased 
with the news. “The numbers bear 
out what we’ve been saying,” Su¬ 
pervisor Leslie Katz told the 
B.A.R. “But it’s not just about the 
numbers, it’s the personal stories, 


too, and it demonstrates the city’s 
commitment to ending discrimi¬ 
nation.” 

The HRC, to which Brown del¬ 
egated the responsibility of im¬ 
plementing the law, was com¬ 
mended for its successful efforts 
not only to get city contractors to 
comply with the law, but also to 
provide detailed information 
about the ordinance to thousands 
of businesses. HRC staff held nu¬ 
merous workshops for compa¬ 
nies, as well as furnished informa¬ 
tion about insurance carriers that 
would provide domestic partner 
benefits. Over 700 people attend¬ 
ed the workshops, with special 
sessions being held for nonprofit 
agencies and small businesses to 
address their unique situations. 
Workshops were also held for city 
employees responsible for depart¬ 
mental contracting activities. 

“We are very excited,” HRC’s 
Cynthia Goldstein told the B.A.R. 
“We’ve been working very hard, 
and our results are in the report. 
It’s very exciting to see the re¬ 
sponses of companies when they 
see how easy it is.”

the group randomized to achieve a hematocrit of 42%. 
Increased mortality was observed in a randomized placebo- 
controlled study of PROCRIT in patients who did not have 
chronic renal failure who were undergoing coronary 
artery bypass surgery (7 deaths in 126 patients ran¬ 
domized to PROCRIT vs. no deaths among 56 patients 
receiving placebo). Four of these deaths occurred during 
the period of study drug administration and all four 
deaths were associated with thrombotic events. While 
the extent of the population affected is unknown, in 
patients at risk for thrombosis, the anticipated 
benefits of PROCRIT treatment should be weighed 
against the potential for increased risks associated 
with therapy. 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

PROCRIT therapy has not been linked to exacerbation 
of hypertension, seizures, and thrombotic events in 
HIV-infected patients. 

PRECAUTIONS 

The parenteral administration of any biologic product 
should be attended by appropriate precautions in case 
allergic or other untoward reactions occur (see "CON¬ 
TRAINDICATIONS”). In clinical trials, while transient 


rashes were occasionally observed concurrently with 
PROCRIT therapy, no serious allergic or anaphylactic 
reactions were reported. See "ADVERSE REACTIONS” 
for more information regarding allergic reactions. 

The safety and efficacy of PROCRIT therapy have not 
been established in patients with a known history of a 
seizure disorder or underlying hematologic disease 
(e g., sickle cell anemia, myelodysplastic syndromes, 
or hypercoagulable disorders). 

In some female patients, menses have resumed 
following PROCRIT therapy; the possibility of pregnancy 
should be discussed and the need for contraception 
evaluated. 

Hematology: Exacerbation of porphyria has been 
observed rarely in patients with CRF treated with 
PROCRIT. Nevertheless, PROCRIT should be used 
with caution in patients with known porphyria. 

In preclinical studies in dogs and rats, but not in 
monkeys, PROCRIT therapy was associated with sub- 
clinical bone marrow fibrosis. Bone marrow fibrosis is a 
known complication of CRF in humans and may be related 
to secondary hyperparathyroidism or unknown factors. 

In zidovudine-treated HIV-infected and cancer 
patients, hematocrit should be measured once a week 
until stabilized and periodically thereafter. 

Delayed or Diminished Response: If the patient fails 
to respond or to maintain a response to doses within 
the recommended dosing range, the following etiolo¬ 
gies should be considered and evaluated: 

1) Iron deficiency: Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron therapy (see “Iron 
Evaluation”). 

2) Underlying infectious, inflammatory, or malignant 
processes. 

3) Occult blood loss. 

4) Underlying hematologic diseases (i.e., thalassemia 
refractory anemia, or other myelodysplastic disorder). 

5) Vitamin deficiencies: folic acid or vitamin B12. 

6) Hemolysis. 

7) Aluminum intoxication. 

8) Osteitis fibrosa cystica. 

Iron Evaluation: During PROCRIT therapy, absolute 
functional iron deficiency may develop. Functional 
iron deficiency, with normal ferritin levels but low 
transferrin saturation, is presumably due to the 
inability to mobilize iron stores rapidly enough to 
support increased erythropoiesis. Transferrin satura¬ 
tion should be at least 20% and ferritin should be at 
least 100 ng/ml. 

Prior to and during PROCRIT therapy, the patient’s iron 
status, including transferrin saturation (serum iron 
divided by iron binding capacity) and serum ferritin, 
should be evaluated. Virtually all patients will eventu¬ 
ally require supplemental iron to increase or maintain 
transferrin saturation to levels which will adequately 
support erythropoiesis stimulated by PROCRIT. 

Drug Interactions: No evidence of interaction of 
PROCRIT with other drugs was observed in the 
course of clinical trials. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, and Impairment of 
Fertility: Carcinogenic potential of PROCRIT has not 
been evaluated. PROCRIT does not induce bacterial 
gene mutation (Ames Test), chromosomal aberra¬ 
tions in mammalian cells, micronuclei in mice, or 
gene mutation at the HGPRT locus. In female rats 
treated intravenously with PROCRIT, there was a 
trend for slightly increased fetal wastage at doses 
of 100 and 500 Units/kg. 

Pregnancy Category C-. There are no adequate and 
well controlled studies in pregnant women. PROCRIT 
should be used during pregnancy only if the potential 
benefit justifies the potential risk to the fetus. 

In studies in female rats, there were decreases in 
body weight gain, delays in appearance of abdominal 
hair, delayed eyelid opening, delayed ossification, and 
decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in the FI 
fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. In female rats 
treated intravenously, there was a trend for slightly 
increased fetal wastage at doses of 100 and 500 
Units/kg. PROCRIT has not shown any adverse 
effect at doses as high as 500 Units/kg in pregnant 
rabbits (from day 6 to 18 of gestation). 

Nursing mothers: Postnatal observations of the live 
offspring (FI generation) of female rats treated with 
PROCRIT during gestation and lactation revealed no 
effect of PROCRIT at doses of up to 500 Units/kg. 

There were, however, decreases in body weight gain, 
delays in appearance of abdominal hair, eyelid opening, 
and decreases in the number of caudal vertebrae in 
the FI fetuses of the 500 Units/kg group. There were 
no effects related to PROCRIT on the F2 generation 
fetuses. 

It is not known whether PROCRIT is excreted in human 
milk. Because many drugs are excreted in human 
milk, caution should be exercised when PROCRIT is 
administered to a nursing woman. 

Pediatric Use: The safety and effectiveness of 


PROCRIT in children have not been established 
(see “WARNINGS”). 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients: 

Hypertension: Exacerbation of hypertension has not 
been observed in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients treated with PROCRIT. However, PROCRIT 
should be withheld in these patients if pre-existing 
hypertension is uncontrolled, and should not be started 
until blood pressure is controlled. In double-blind 
studies, a single seizure has been experienced by a 
patient treated with PROCRIT. 

Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 

Hypertension: Hypertension, associated with a signifi¬ 
cant increase in hematocrit, has been noted rarely in 
cancer patients treated with PROCRIT. Nevertheless, 
blood pressure in patients treated with PROCRIT 
should be monitored carefully, particularly in patients 
with an underlying history of hypertension or cardio¬ 
vascular disease. 

Seizures: In double-blind, placebo-controlled trials, 
3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 2.9% of 
placebo-treated patients had seizures. Seizures in 
1.6% of patients treated with PROCRIT occurred in 
the context of a significant increase in blood pressure 
and hematocrit baseline values. However, both 
patient groups treated with PROCRIT also had 
underlying CNS pathology which may have been 
related to seizure activity. 

Thrombotic events: In double-blind, placebo-controlled 
trials, 3.2% of patients treated with PROCRIT and 11.8% 
of placebo-treated patients had thrombotic events 
(e.g., pulmonary embolism, cerebrovascular accident). 
Growth Factor Potential: PROCRIT is a growth factor 
that primarily stimulates red blood cell production. 
However, the possibility that PROCRIT can act as a 
growth factor for any tumor type, particularly myeloid 
malignancies, cannot be excluded. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

Zidovudine-treated HIV-infected Patients 

Adverse events reported in clinical trials with PROCRIT 
in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients were 
consistent with the progression of HIV infection in 
double-blind, placebo-controlled studies of three 
months duration involving approximately 300 zidovu¬ 
dine-treated HIV-infected patients, adverse events 
with an incidence of >10% in either patients treated 
with PROCRIT or placebo-treated patients were:

There were no statistically significant differences 
between treatment groups in the incidence of the 
above events. 

In the 297 patients studied, PROCRIT was not associ¬ 
ated with significant increases in opportunistic infec¬ 
tions or mortality. In 71 patients from this group 
treated with PROCRIT at 150 Units/kg (T.I.W.), serum 
p24 antigen levels did not appear to increase. 
Preliminary data showed no enhancement of HIV 
replication in infected cell lines in vitro. 

Peripheral white blood cell and platelet counts are 
unchanged following PROCRIT therapy. 

Allergic Reactions: Two zidovudine-treated HIV-infected 
patients had urticarial reactions within 48 hours of 
their first exposure to study medication. One patient 
was treated with PROCRIT and one was treated with 
placebo (PROCRIT vehicle alone). Both patients had 
positive immediate skin tests against their study 
medication with a negative saline control. The basis 
for this apparent preexisting hypersensitivity to compo¬ 
nents of the PROCRIT formulation is unknown, but may 
be related to HIV-induced immunosuppression or prior 
exposure to blood products. 

Seizures: In double-blind and open-label trials of 
PROCRIT in zidovudine-treated HIV-infected patients, 
ten patients have experienced seizures. In general, 
these seizures appear to be related to underlying 
pathology such as meningitis or cerebral neoplasms, 
not PROCRIT therapy. 


Cancer Patients on Chemotherapy 

Adverse experiences reported in clinical trials with 
PROCRIT in cancer patients were consistent with the 
underlying disease state. In double-blind, placebo- 
controlled studies of up to 3-months duration involv¬ 
ing 131 cancer patients, adverse events with an inci¬ 
dence > 10% in either patients treated with PROCRIT 
or placebo-treated patients were as indicated below:

Although some statistically significant differences 
between patients treated with PROCRIT and placebo- 
treated patients were noted, the overall safety profile 
of PROCRIT appeared to be consistent with the dis¬ 
ease process of advanced cancer. During double¬ 
blind and subsequent open-label therapy in which 
patients (N=72) were treated for up to 32 weeks with 
doses as high as 927 Units/kg, the adverse experi¬ 
ence profile of PROCRIT was consistent with the pro¬ 
gression of advanced cancer. 

Based on comparable survival data and on the per¬ 
centage of patients treated with PROCRIT and place¬ 
bo-treated patients who discontinued therapy due to 
death, disease progression or adverse experiences 
(22% and 13%, respectively, p=0.25), the clinical 
outcome in patients treated with PROCRIT and place¬ 
bo-treated patients appeared to be similar. Available 
data from animal tumor models and measurement of 
proliferation of solid tumor cells from clinical biopsy 
specimens in response to PROCRIT does not potenti¬ 
ate tumor growth. Nevertheless, as a growth factor, 
the possibility that PROCRIT may potentiate growth of 
some tumors, particularly myeloid tumors, cannot be 
excluded. 

The mean peripheral white blood cell count was 
unchanged following PROCRIT therapy compared to 
the corresponding value in the placebo-treated 
group. 

OVERDOSAGE 

The maximum amount of PROCRIT that can be safely 
administered in single or multiple doses has not been 
determined. Doses of up to 1,500 Units/kg (T.I.W.) for 
three to four weeks have been administered without 
any direct toxic effects of PROCRIT itself. Therapy with 
PROCRIT can result in polycythemia if the hematocrit 
is not carefully monitored and the dose appropriately 
adjusted. If the suggested target range is exceeded, 
PROCRIT may be temporarily withheld until the hema¬ 
tocrit returns to the suggested target range; PROCRIT 
therapy may then be resumed using a lower dose (see 
“DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION"). If polycythemia is 
of concern, phlebotomy may be indicated to decrease 
the hematocrit.

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ing the law was a team effort; early 
on, the San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce came out in support 
of the ordinance and developed a 
group insurance plan available to 
any of its member businesses. The 
HRC also held an insurance fair 
last May that brought together 
businesses seeking to add domes¬ 
tic partner coverage with a dozen 
insurance providers, all of which 
offer domestic partner insurance 
coverage. 

The ordinance was drafted and 
presented to Supervisors Katz, 
Tom Ammiano, and Susan Leal in 
May 1996 by the Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual Democratic 
Club. Jeff Sheehy, Milk Club pres¬ 
ident, told the B.A.R. that he, too, 
is very pleased with the HRC’s re¬ 
port. “We’re proud at the Milk 
Club to have originated legisla¬ 
tion that has brought benefits to 
642,757 employees nationwide. It 
shows that grass-roots activism 
can still make a difference in end¬ 
ing discrimination against our 
community. Now that all these 
companies have done it, why not 
United?” 

Sheehy was referring to United 
Airlines’ stubborn refusal to com¬ 
ply with the law, and the compa¬ 
ny’s involvement in the Air Trans¬ 
port Association’s (ATA) filing of 
a federal civil lawsuit challenging 
the ordinance. The case was heard 
last October in U.S. District 
Court, but U.S. District Judge 
Claudia Wilken has yet to issue a 
ruling. Since the hearing, an 
Ohio-based firm has also filed a 
federal lawsuit challenging the or¬ 
dinance; the company, S.D. Myers, 
Inc. (SDMI), is being represented 
by the American Center for Law 
and Justice (ACLJ), which was 
started by televangelist Pat 
Robertson. 

HRC’s report concluded by 
stating that “the events that have 
taken place since the equal bene¬ 
fits ordinance was first signed into 
law at the end of 1996 demon¬ 
strate an historic accomplish¬ 
ment. Thousands of businesses 
have learned about the injustices 
faced by their employees who are

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Migden to reintroduce 
AIDS reemployment bill

s of Monday, January 5, the 
State Legislature is back in 
• session with more of every¬ 
thing. More intrigue, more ten¬ 
sion, more, deals, and more jock¬ 
eying for position. 

Although the governor, the 
Senate pro tern, and Assembly 
speaker are all on the way out (be¬ 
cause of term limits), the atmos¬ 
phere, at least on the surface, is re¬ 
markably calm. The governor’s 
race so far has held few surprises 
as far as candidates, although a 
good deal remains on hold while 
Dianne Feinstein decides whether 
to run. Many insiders believe that 
Governor Pete Wilson’s recent 
and future legislative decisions 
will be fueled by his potential run 
for the presidency and his need to 
court the radical right wing of his 
party for support. 

Reportedly, Senate Pro Tern 
Bill Lockyer, D-Hayward, will de¬ 
clare for State Attorney General, 
while Assembly Speaker Cruz 
Bustamante, D-Fresno, may make 
a run for lieutenant governor or 
even mayor in his home district, 
leaving those powerful positions 
vulnerable. 

Insiders say the Senate leader¬ 
ship jockeying has been “orderly” - 
for the first and second day of the 
session at least - with Democrats 
John Burton of San Francisco, 
Patrick Johnston of Stockton, 
Richard Polanco of Los Angeles, 
and Jim Costa of Fresno in the run¬ 
ning. Republicans are sitting back 
to watch the Democrats slug it out. 
“I like spectator sports,” said

Assembly Republican Leader Bill 
Leonard. 

Apparently, the Assembly has 
yet to organize around the speak¬ 
er’s issue, but a few speculative ru¬ 
mors mention both Carole 
Migden and Sheila Kuehl as 
strong leaders with the requisite 
“savvy,” while Assembly Majority 
Leader Antonio Villaraigosa, D- 
Los Angeles, has openly declared 
his candidacy. Meanwhile, Busta¬ 
mante has yet to say when he will 
step down. There is a possibility 
that there will be a change of par¬ 
tisan control of at least one of the 
legislative houses, and it could 
very well be the Assembly. 

Back to work 

Unfinished business will take 
up a good deal of time in the next 
weeks, as nearly 1,000 bills left 
from last session must be acted 
upon by the January 31 deadline. 
Included in unfinished business is 
the issue of HMOs. Governor 
Wilson vetoed seven bills includ¬ 
ing AB 760, the bill for Analogous 


Bone Marrow Transplant for 
women with breast cancerj and 
demanded a freeze on HMO leg¬ 
islation until his blue ribbon ad¬ 
visory commission on HMOs 
could complete its report. 

The report is now finished, 
and its recommendations stop far 
short of the demands made by 
consumer groups. One person 
who insisted they were speaking 
charitably of the report said, “It 
skirted the issues, suggested dila¬ 
tory measures, and was generally 
inadequate.” 

At least four bills, including AB 
760, will be resubmitted for veto 
overrides, perhaps as early as next 
month - but overrides require 
two-thirds votes in both houses, 
and are generally considered to be 
impossible to execute. 

Carole Migden’s AIDS Back To 
Work Bill, AB 1099, will be rein¬ 
carnated possibly as early as 
Thursday, January 8, and resub¬ 
mitted as AB 20 for reconsidera¬ 
tion. This is legislation to watch. 

Insiders say managed care will 
continue to be a hot issue, but that 
compounding hot button issues 
with election year politics usually 
yields little in the way of substan¬ 
tive reform. Right now, two days 
into the session, after their three- 
month recess, lawmakers caught 
up on news, exchanged holiday 
wishes, and celebrated the Assem¬ 
bly speaker’s 45th birthday with 
chocolate cake. 

However, staffers are dreading 
the next few weeks; with all that 
intrigue, tension, and jockeying 
for position, their plates are full 
and, as one aide put it, “That ain’t 
no piece a cake.” T

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Bars kicked in the ash

he first week of 1998 has 
brought about a conspicuous 
increase in the number of 
gay men slouching under Polk 
Street bar awnings with cigarettes 
dangling from their lips. The 
change is not due to an abrupt up¬ 
swing in street prostitution, but to 
a new statewide ban on smoking in 
bars, which has forced tobacco ad¬ 
dicts-outside onto the pavement. 

It isn’t only on Polk Street that 
things have changed: huge, ugly 
piles of cigarette butts are visible 
in the gutters outside most San 
Francisco gay bars these days, 
from the Castro to Hayes Valley to 
Pacific Heights. The only excep¬ 
tions are the taverns, mostly 
South of Market, with outdoor 
smoking areas attached. 


But even smokers patronizing 
establishments with patios and 
balconies found themselves dis¬ 
comfited by the new regulation, 
which went into effect as 1997 of¬ 
ficially ended. Within 24 hours, 
two consecutive wet weather pat¬ 
terns settled over the Bay Area to 
dump rain on any optimistic 
smoker who tried to light a soggy 
cigarette out in the elements. 

The message to smokers was 
ominous and clear: this was not 
going to be an easy law to live 
with. 

Naturally, smoking opponents 
see it differently. Groups like 
CLASH (the Coalition of Laven¬ 
der Americans on Smoking and 
Health) say the new law will make 
living considerably easier, and 
more likely, for the gays and les¬ 
bians who smoke. And for the 
people around them. 


The Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention estimates that 
smoking kills 434,000 Americans 
- and passive (secondhand) 
smoke kills more than 50,000 - 
each year. Several studies have 
shown the rate of smoking, and of 
secondhand exposure, is greater 
for gays and lesbians than for the 
general population. A 1997 survey 
by Yankelovich Partners, a leading 
consumer research firm, found 
that 42 percent of gay men na¬ 
tionwide smoke cigarettes, com¬ 
pared with a 32 percent rate 
among their male counterparts in 
the general population. The rate 
among lesbian and gays between 
18 and 29 years old is even higher

- 44 percent, compared to a 31 
percent rate for all Americans 
their age. 

“Many of us from a certain 
generation were raised on smok¬ 
ing,” Gloria Soliz of CLASH told 
the B.A.R. in 1996. “Even young 
people are [still] coming out in 
places that encourage drinking 
and smoking. It’s unfortunate that 
we don’t have places to provide an 
alternative.” 

The new ban on smoking in 
bars will provide that, and will 
also place another impediment 
between smokers and the ability 
to light up without thinking 
about it. Anti-tobacco activists 
hope that the new law will, like 
previous bans enacted in Califor¬ 
nia that eliminated smoking in 
the workplace and restaurants, 
pressure many current smokers to 
give up, give in, and chuck the 
habit once and for all. 

Bellicose up to the bar 

Smokers who refuse to quit 
will have some new considera¬ 
tions when deciding where to 
spend their evenings - and their 
money. Bars with outdoor patios 
are already seeing more patronage 
by smokers, while bars without 
that amenity are reporting vary¬ 
ing trends. Some, like Marlena’s in 
Hayes Valley, say the new law has 
had no effect upon their business. 
Others say there has already been 
a noticeable loss of revenue. 

And even if the bar itself hasn’t 
seen its clientele dwindling, some 
bartenders fear their take-home 
pay will suffer. Because the new 
law relies on bar workers to en¬ 
force the ban, a few resentful cus¬ 
tomers have vowed to withhold 
tips from any bartender who asks 
them to put their cigarettes out. 
Some bar employees who spoke 
with the B.A.R. said they intended 
to enforce the law, while others 
said they refused to baby-sit for 


the state. 

One bartender who smokes, 
Danny O’Connell of Castro Sta¬ 
tion, said, “Forget it. I’ll probably 
be leaving - California .” He point¬ 
ed out that although the law was 
ostensibly enacted to improve the 
health of bar employees, they 
were the ones who would have to 
deal with bellicose customers, 
whose reactions could go beyond 
simple verbal sparring. 

Worse yet, he complained, “We 
didn’t even get a vote on it. Bars 
are an adult environment, and I 
think adults should be able to 
choose. When you accept a job in 
a bar, it comes with certain risks.” 
And although Castro Station has 
a back patio area, O’Connell said 
neighbor complaints over the 
years have forced the bar to keep it 
closed to customers, a situation 
that is unlikely to change. For 
now, patrons who want to smoke 
have to step outside to do it. Or, 
he said, they may choose to leave 
entirely and go home, where they 
can smoke in peace. 

At Uncle Bert’s, bartender 
Crew Hildreth said even before 
the ban went into effect, some 
smoking customers had threat¬ 
ened to take their business else¬ 
where - or nowhere - if the bar 
enforced the ban. “We have a back 
patio, so we might get some new 
business of smokers coming in,” 
he said, “but we’re going to lose a 
lot of business, too.” 

One place in the Castro that is 
seeing more business with the 
new ban is Walgreens, which sells 
two kinds of nicotine patches, 
plus nicotine gum, to help smok¬ 
ers kick the habit. Although the 
cost of treatment is high (about 
equal to a two-carton-a-week 
habit), assistant manager Ben De- 
mafeliz said sales are brisk. 

“Yeah, I’ve seen a lot of people 
asking for them lately,” he said. 
“Now I know why.” ▼

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try, with over 200,000 members. 
He is not related to Henry Cis¬ 
neros, former Secretary of Hous¬ 
ing and Urban Development 
(HUD), although he has met the 
former Clinton administration 
official. 

“This is the first time I’ve been 
involved in government in any 
way, and I’m looking forward to 
learning about the parking and 
traffic issues and digging into 
them,” Cisneros told the B.A.R. 
during an informal reception be¬ 
fore he was sworn in. 

The Parking and Traffic Com¬ 
mission deals with numerous is¬ 
sues and reports its findings and 
recommendations to Bill Maher, 
head of the Department of Park¬ 
ing and Traffic (DPT). 

During Monday’s ceremony at 
City Hall, the mayor praised the 
many residents who volunteer to 


serve on the city’s numerous 
boards and commissions, saying 
they perform an important role in 
local government. “They help 
frame the policy of what will be 
the roles and activities of any city 
agency. The citizens who serve on 
these commissions meet and have 
responsibilities to frame policies,” 
said Brown. 

The mayor pointed out that for 
many, including Cisneros, being 
named to a commission is the first 
time individuals have actively par¬ 
ticipated in local government. 

“When we search [for people], 
we go about asking everybody,” 
said Brown, adding he has met 
people during his popular Satur¬ 
day morning citizens’ meetings 
who have met his high standards; 
one of them, Gerardo Sandoval, 
was also sworn in Monday to a 
post on the Transportation Com¬ 
mission. A third commissioner, 
Rosa Safont, was sworn in as a 
member of the Civil Service Com¬

challenge Lungren for the gover¬ 
nor’s seat in the next Republican 
primary. 

If Peron’s quest seems Quixot¬ 
ic at first glance, dependent on the 
will of voters who may or may not 
take the nation’s most renowned 
pot dealer seriously, Lungren’s 
threat is concrete, backed by the 
authority of the state. 

Lungren’s chief ammunition, 
the linchpin that allows him to 
send in the police, is last month’s 
California Appeals Court ruling 
in the matter of People v. Peron, 
which overturned a prior trial- 
court order permitting the CCC 
to operate under the provisions 
of Proposition 215, legalizing the 
cultivation and use of marijuana 
by patients with AIDS, cancer, 
and other, medical conditions. 
That proposition, which voters 
passed in August, came about 
largely as a consequence of Lun¬ 
gren’s 1996 raid on Peron’s club, 
which proved to be a public-rela¬ 
tions debacle for the Attorney 
General. 

Lungren, in a December 15 let¬ 
ter to all California district attor¬ 
neys (including Terrence Hallinan 
in San Francisco), advised that the 
appeals court ruling invalidated 
the lower court injunction that 
permitted the CCC to operate. He 
noted that unless the California 
Supreme Court intervened, the 
appeals court decision would be¬ 
come final on January 11. He then 
counseled district attorneys to 
“prepare to take appropriate ac¬ 
tion.” 

For his own part, Lungren told 
the press, he was prepared to shut 
down the clubs - all of them, not 
just Peron’s - on January 12. 

But rather than wait for the 
cops to come calling, one San 
Francisco club has already volun¬ 
tarily shut its doors. 

CHAMP goes down 

Cannabis Helping Alleviate 
Medical Problems (CHAMP), lo¬ 
cated on Church near 15th and 
Market, ceased operation last 
week, posting a sign outside alert¬ 
ing its clients that it had been be¬ 


trayed and could no longer serve 
them. 

“We had to close our growing 
operation because it was so risky,” 
said CHAMP director Vic Her¬ 
nandez. 

Hernandez said that for two 
months, and especially in the two 
weeks just before Christmas, his 
operation had been under heavy 
surveillance by undercover police. 
Staff members reported being fol¬ 
lowed and videotaped, he said, 
and people would come into the 
club posing as growers or poten¬ 
tial buyers. 

“We’ve always kept our word 
and abided by the rules,” said Her¬ 
nandez, but the stress of working 
under such intense state scrutiny 
was too much to bear. 

Hernandez places part of the 
blame for CHAMP’s closing on 
the city as well, saying neither the 
Board of Supervisors nor the De¬ 
partment of Public Health has 
acted to support the cannabis 
clubs. 

He decries the lack of city leg¬ 
islation or regulations on how to 
start or facilitate the clubs, and 
said city officials can’t get past the 
misguided notion that marijuana 
is strictly a party drug. 

The closing of CHAMP leaves 
some 500 clients at least tem¬ 
porarily without a primary care¬ 
giver to provide their medicine. 

For those clients who want to 
retrieve their medical records, 
CHAMP’s doors will be open 
from Thursday through Friday, 
noon to 7 p.m. Hernandez 
stressed that no marijuana will be 
dispensed during those hours. 

Fortunately, at least until Mon¬ 
day, CHAMP’s former clients can 
become members of other 
cannabis clubs, and many have al¬ 
ready done so. 

“CHAMP’s members are going 
through the process of joining 
Flower Therapy,” said Swindell, 
whose club already has some 
1,500 members. 

Swindell said his club, too, has 
been under surveillance. He has 
noticed suspicious white vans 
“with guys-in flannel shirts” in 
them, parked or driving slowly by 
outside the club. But the scrutiny 
doesn’t bother him. 

“I take surveillance as a given,”

said Swindell. “If Lungren tries to 
shut us down, he’ll have a hell of a 
fight on his hands.” 

In preparation for a likely po¬ 
lice raid, added Swindell, workers 
at Flower Therapy have removed 
all computers and files, to prevent 
client records from being used for 
state evidence. 

“We’re going to serve the pa¬ 
tients in pain,” Swindell told the 
B.A.R. “That’s the priority.” Lund- 
gren’s actions against the cannabis 
clubs, he added, “are a great insult 
to democracy.” 

Restructured dharma 

Walking a middle ground be¬ 
tween closing and operating as 
usual, the Dharma Producers 
Group (DPG), run by practition¬ 
ers of Tibetan Buddhism, will 
cease dispensing marijuana by 
January 10th. 

The club, located on Market 
Street above the Warfield Theater, 
will also stop selling its name¬ 
brand product, “Dharmanol,” a 
hashish-like substance consisting 
of pure THC and herbal “bless¬ 
ing” powders made by Lamas and 
yogis in the Himalayas. 

DPG Executive Director 
David Hoye and Medical Direc¬ 
tor Lorenzo Riccardo Pace said 
they will restructure their 300- 
member club so that it becomes a 
center for training caregivers, 
who in turn will organize a host 
of medical-marijuana coopera¬ 
tives, each with only 10 to 15 
members. No marijuana will be 
sold by the organization, and 
caregivers will be reimbursed 
only for expenses incurred in 
growing pot. 

“Our lawyers say that’s the 
most viable way to meet the [ap¬ 
pelate court’s] new rules,” said 
Hoye and Pace. T

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Death claims 
Reba, Empress IV

, I t the behest of Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano, the Board 
of Supervisors adjourned 
its Monday, January 5 meeting in 
memory of Rhea “Reba” Robert¬ 
son, who as Empress IV had been 
instrumental in helping to raise 
tens of thousands of dollars for 
various needy charities. 

Robertson died peacefully at 
Fort Miley Medical Center on 
New Year’s Day, of natural causes 
inherent to a long, full life. 

“Reba’s true age will, of course, 
forever remain a mystery,” said 
B.A.R. political editor Wayne Fri¬ 
day, one of Robertson’s many 
longtime friends. “He often told 
me that his was the same age as 
Ann Margaret’s; I suspect, howev¬ 
er, that it was probably closer to 
that of Zsa Zsa Gabor’s.” 

Although much of Robertson’s 
early life remains obscure, he was 
known to be a native of Dallas, 
Texas, and to have graduated with 
honors from North Texas State 
University. After serving in the 
U.S. Army’s 9th Infantry Division 
in Colorado, Robertson lived on 
both the east and west coasts. 

“He lived an exciting life in 
both New York City and Los An¬ 
geles,” said Friday. Robertson be¬ 
friended myriad film and profes¬ 
sional-sports celebrities in those 
cities, and became a popular fig¬ 
ure in select social circles. He was 
a self-professed gourmet of fine 
foods and interior designing. 

In the early 1960s, Robertson 
moved to San Francisco, making 
it his permanent home. 

While Robertson achieved ca¬ 
reer success as a sales executive for a 
national paper company, it was in 
his more colorful role as Empress 
that his star shined brightest. In that 
capacity, he carried out the Mother 
Court’s goal of raising money for

charities, serving as a role model 
and helping to build the gay com¬ 
munity, and raising people’s con¬ 
sciousness about gay issues. 

In his later years, Robertson 
tended bar in various San Fran¬ 
cisco gay establishments, during 
which time he established a loyal 
following of customers and made 
thousands of friends.

New Direction in HIV-1 Research Hits Bay Area 

A new approach to treating HIV disease is being implemented by researchers in the bay area. Their approach is novel in that the therapy 
focuses directly on the immune system rather than on HIV which is the target of conventional therapy using antiretroviral drugs. This 
approach is also different from other therapies in that it attempts to control HIV by suppressing the immune system and will test some novel 
ideas about exadly how HIV causes disease. Using the drug "Cyclosporin A* they hop to slow down the immune activation which is 
associated with the progression of HIV disease. This approach may be particularly useful in patients who do not benefit from protease 
inhibitors. 

Despite recent progress in the treatment of HIV infection, the mechanism by which HIV damages the immune system is still not fully 
understood. This would not be an issue if HIV could be eradicated from the body before drug resistance develops. Elimination of this virus 
is a worthy goal which should result in better health and longer survival regardless of the disease mechanism, but it has not yet been 
demonstrated. After all, if the virus causes immumodeficiency and the virus is gone, the destruction of the immune system should slow 
down, stop, or even reverse. However if is already clear that many HIV infected individuals (for a variety of reasons) do not get, or cannot 
sustain, a large reduction of viral load, even with the best known treatments. For these individuals, a different approach may lead to the 
treatment of the disease mechanism even when the viral load can't be reduced or eliminated. 

The most widely held concept of the disease mechanism is that the virus kills more CD4 cells than the body can replace. An alternative 
theory is that the body is actually quite capable of replacing CD4 cells but the very process which maintains the correct number of CD4 cells 
is "confused" or perhaps "overworked" by excessive immune activation, a well known consequence of HIV infection. If the idea that HIV-1 
causes AIDS by excess immune activation is true, the logical treatment would be to eliminate the ex cess immune activation, returning the 
immune system to more normal function. In the mid-1980's scientists had this very idea and were bold enough to try a drug called 
Cydosporin-A (CsA), an immune suppressing drug used in patients receiving kidney transplants, to try to treat patients with AIDS. At the 
right dose, CsA prevents kidney graft rejection but does not couse severe immunodeficiency. The idea is that, in HIV infected individuals, 

CsA might eliminate the excess immune activation without interfering with normal immune defenses. Unfortunately this pioneering 
research received limited support and attention os research has focused on viral eradication. Additionally, there was not much known about 
the immune system in HIV-1 infection and what was the best way to measure or predict immune restoration. But some of the patients, 
treated with CsA, did well clinically and had increased CD4 counts. Other HIV-1 infected patients who received CsA as part of their treatment 
for kidney transplants also did well, taking significantly longer to develop AIDS than patients who did not receive CsA. 

A group of scientists, known as the Cyclosporin Study Group, whose members include research immunologists, internists and infectious 
disease specialists, have banded together and begun a study known as the "Cydosporin-A Study in HIV-1 Disease." This is a 3month study 
during which patients will take Cydosporin-A and be evaluated for its effects on their immune system. Enrollment is limited to people with 
HIV-1 infection, CD4 counts between 300 ond 600 cells/ml and who are otherwise well. To find out about specific eligibility criteria, please 
call Debbie Hildebrandt, at ViRx, Inc. at 415-353-5623and ask about the Cydosporin-a study in HIV-1 disease.

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Medical marijuana still contentious

; reposition 215, the Califor- 

- nia initiative that allows the 
cultivation, prescription, 
distribution, and use of medical 
marijuana to people with life- 
threatening illnesses, has been a 
source of constant controversy 
since it was passed by voters. On 
one side are law enforcement 
agencies and anti-drug groups, 
and on the other, AIDS activists 
and longtime advocates of the re¬ 
peal of decades-old marijuana 
laws. 

Marijuana as medicine has a 
long and controversial history. Be¬ 
tween 1840 and 1900, American 
and European medical journals 
published over 100 articles on the 
therapeutic value of cannabis. Use 
of marijuana declined in the early 
20th century with the rise of opi¬ 
ate-based drugs, and the inven¬ 
tion of aspirin and synthetic bar¬ 
biturates. The Marijuana Tax Act 
of 1937 moved cannabis under 
the umbrella of what would be¬ 
come known as the Drug En¬ 
forcement Agency. The DEA 
moved the drug to the Schedule I 
under the Controlled Substances 
Act, where it virtually perished 
from the pharmacopoeia. 

Recreational use of marijuana 
is well-documented, but the anec¬ 
dotal evidence derived from casu¬ 
al use of cannabis is in con¬ 
tention. Proponents of the use of 
marijuana claim that it is less 
harmful than alcohol, while op¬ 


ponents state that marijuana is 
the “gateway” drug, opening the 
door to use and abuse of harder 
and more dangerous drugs. 

Ron (not his real name) is a 
PWA living in Berkeley, and a user 
of medicinal marijuana to combat 
the effects of wasting syndrome 
and the toxicity of antiretroviral 
therapy. He used marijuana recre- 
ationally as a young man, but 
stopped in 1982. On the advice of 
his doctor, he started using Mari- 
nol, the pill form of marijuana, 
but switched to the plant form 
when the buyers clubs opened. 
“Marinol doesn’t work as well as 
the smoke, it takes effect at odd 
times, and hits you differently 
each time,” he says, referring to 
the fact that Marinol can take 
anywhere from a half-hour to 
three hours before it starts work¬ 
ing. Ron has been going to both 
the San Francisco Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers Club and the Berkeley Buyers 
Club since they opened. “I’d hate 
to go to drug dealers,” Ron said. 
“There’s no reason for [State At¬ 
torney General] Dan Lungren to 
go after us.” 

But Lungren and opponents of 
medical marijuana feel that 
there’s good reason to go after 
people like Dennis Peron, the 
founder of the first buyers club in 
Northern California. They cite a 
November 1997 Time magazine 
article chronicling the “party” at¬ 
mosphere at the San Francisco 
club, and charge that Peron has 
been distributing marijuana to 
children and people who don’t 
need the drug. Those charges are 
little more than empty rhetoric, 


although if Peron was distributing 
the drug to children, there’d be 
more criminal indictments 
against him, and the club would 
most likely be shut down. 

Many people wonder what 
goes on inside these clubs. Re¬ 
cently, this writer followed a PWA 
to the San Francisco club - now 
called the Cannabis Cultivators 
Club - to see exactly what does 
happen when a person initially 
seeks out medical marijuana. 

At the door, the PWA ^ 
(whom we’ll call Bill) 
requested an intake, 
and was shown into a 
long bar on the first 
floor of the club. The 
club is painted in a tropi¬ 
cal motif, and hundreds of 
Origami cranes hang 
from the ceiling. A 
stairway leads up to 
the other three floors 
of the club, but upstairs 
access was denied until Bill’s ap¬ 
plication was finalized. 

Bill had to produce a letter of 
diagnosis from his doctor. The SF 
club calls medical care providers 
to ensure that the letter of diag¬ 
nosis is genuine. If a person falsi¬ 
fies medical cure documentation, 
they will be blackballed from the 
SF club. Bill had to produce a 
valid California driver’s license or 
ID card. It took about 30-45 min¬ 
utes for the club to process his in¬ 
formation. His picture was taken 
with a digital camera, and he was 
handed a laminated ID card. 

The second floor of the club is 
little more than a landing with a 
walled-off office on one side. On

the other side is a small counter, 
where three young, men encour¬ 
aged Bill to voluntarily sign a 
“Dennis Peron for Governor” pe¬ 
tition. They also sold T-shirts with 
the Club’s logo on the front and 
the “Service - Justice - Compas¬ 
sion” catch-phrase underneath 
the art. 

The cannabis is distributed be¬ 
hind another large bar on the 
third floor. Bill showed his new 
membership card and was offered 

a number of choices regarding 
the quality and quantity 
►> of cannabis he needed. 
^ After purchasing an 1/8 
ounce bag of high 
quality cannabis, he ex¬ 
plored the rest of the 
club. 

There are marijua¬ 
na smoking lounges 
1 on the third and 
fourth floors. Every 
floor of the club is 
painted in the same tropical jun¬ 
gle motif as the lobby and first 
floor. There was 1970s disco 
music playing, and members were 
offered fresh juices and fruit in a 
couple of areas of the club. A 
number of people, some looking 
ill, some not, sat together and 
talked. The atmosphere seemed 
warm and comfortable, and the 
club offered food and drink (for a 
price), and marijuana-laced 
baked goods for those who are too 
sick to smoke. 

A doctor’s opinion 

Is marijuana truly beneficial to 
people with AIDS? A recent e- 
mail from Dr. Donald Abrams, 
Professor of Clinical Medicine 
and Assistant Director of the 
UCSF AIDS Program, stated the 
following: 

“We just got $1 million from 
the NIH to study marijuana in 
people with HIV. There are cer¬ 
tainly a lot of unknowns. Does 
marijuana interact with protease 
inhibitors, as they are metabolized 
by the same liver system? Does 
THC suppress the immune sys¬ 
tem in people with HIV?” 


Dr. Abrams was also con¬ 
cerned about what happens to 
viral load in marijuana smoking. 
He noted that marijuana was a li¬ 
censed and approved drug in the 
United States until 1942, and 
some reports from the past have 
suggested marijuana can lower 
testosterone levels in men. “That 
would certainly not be useful in 
people with wasting, where low 
testosterone levels appear to exac¬ 
erbate wasting,” he said. 

“We clearly see patients with 
HIV wasting, nausea, vomiting, 
anxiety, and pain who obtain ben¬ 
efit from smoking marijuana. It is 
all anecdotal, of course, but even 
the New England Journal of Medi¬ 
cine editor last year questioned 
whether clinical trials are actually 
needed to prove benefit in pa¬ 
tients with terminal illness.” 

A 1995 article in the Journal of 
the American Medical Association 
had the following to say about the 
therapeutic use of marijuana: 

“One of marijuana’s greatest 
advantages as a medicine is its re¬ 
markable safety. It has little effect 
on major physiological functions. 
There is no known case of a lethal 
overdose; on the basis of animal 
models, the ratio of lethal to ef¬ 
fective dose is estimated as 40,000 
to 1. By comparison, the ratio is 
between 3 and 50 to 1 for sec- 
oburbital, and between 4 and 10 
to 1 for ethunol. Marijuana is also 
far less addictive and far less sub¬ 
ject to abuse than many drugs 
now used as muscle relaxants, 
hypnotics, and analgesics.” 

The long-term future of mari¬ 
juana is still up in the air, both 
legally and scientifically. Until 
these issues are decided, though, 
we can look at the anecdotal evi¬ 
dence. Medicinal marijuana seems 
to help people by calming the side 
effects of chemotherapy and anti¬ 
retroviral therapy. Until the courts 
and the medicos have issued their 
final stance on the use of medical 
marijuana, it might be best to let 
the people who need it continue to 
obtain it in a legal, safe, and sup¬ 
portive environment. ▼ 


Better breast 
exams in E. Bay

esbians as well as heterosex¬ 
ual women who are con- 
“W cerned about breast health 
and live in Contra Costa County 
will soon get a unique chance to 
help instruct medical practition¬ 
ers on how to give better clinical 
breast exams. The Contra Costa 
Breast Cancer Partnership will 
train qualified women over 40 
years of age who possess excellent 
communication skills to give 
medical professionals feedback on 
clinical breast exams. 

There are two mandatory 
training meetings for qualified 
applicants. Both sessions - on 
Tuesday, January 13 and Saturday, 
January 24 - will be at Mt. Diablo 
Medical Center in Concord. To 
qualify, women must have had a 
normal clinical breast exam and 
mammogram in the past year and 
meet the age requirement. 

Working one-on-one with 
medical providers, these “patient 
instructors” will help to increase 
the providers’ skills in performing 


clinical breast exams. Women se¬ 
lected to be patient instructors 
can earn up to $50 for their par¬ 
ticipation and feedback. 

“This is an incredible opportu¬ 
nity for women to help improve 
the quality of clinical breast ex¬ 
aminations performed in our 
community,” said Joanne Genet, 
clinical coordinator for the part¬ 
nership. 

“The feedback the patient in¬ 
structors give to providers about 
their breast exams can truly save 
women’s lives.” 

The Contra Costa Breast Can¬ 
cer Partnership, a diverse coalition 
of breast cancer survivors, advo¬ 
cates, community members, and 
county organizations, is also part 
of the state-funded Breast Cancer 
Early Detection Program, which 
pays for clinical breast exams and 
mammograms for qualified 
women over 40. ▼

. ravity, and the defiance of it, 
. are the root of powerlifting. 

The Bay Area’s top con¬ 
tender in that arena is Luke Cot- 
trill, who teaches English and his¬ 
tory in Hayward and runs the Al¬ 
ternate Learning Center, a pro¬ 
gram to prevent troubled kids 
from getting expelled. 

Cottrill will be competing in 
Gay Games V this summer, in 
track and field (putting the shot, as 
they say), and as a powerlifter. He 
should go to Amsterdam with 
some degree of confidence; in New 
York’s Gay Games IV, he came in 
second in the Super Heavyweight 
division. “It was a really good con¬ 
test,” he told the B.A.R., “but too 
damn hot - 120 degrees!” 

Amazingly, he made the trip to 
medalist from audience member 
in four short years. “I went to Gay 
Games in Vancouver in 1990,” he 
recalled. “I played football with 
the San Francisco Trojans, and we 
won a gold medal. Then I went to 
the powerlift meet. Two friends 
were in it. I said.T can do that!’ 


“I started working out, losing 
weight, becoming serious about 
my body, about what it means to 
take care of myself and learn to be 
healthy.” 

And he should know. HIV¬ 
positive for over 15 years, Cottrill 
credits his faith, his regimen, 
and his high-reaching 
goals as a major part of 
his good health, as well as 
his doctor. “I’m also 
blessed,” he added. “Genet¬ 
ics, I think, is part of it; my 
outlook, too. I’m not done 
yet. I have things to do 
in this life! I’ve told 
other people with 
HIV, ‘Don’t give up. 

Do what you need to 
stay alive. Whatever 
you need to do to stay alive, do it.’” 

Cottrill is happy to be a role 
model, for athletes, folks with HIV, 
and the kids he teaches. “When 
people find out I’m HIV-positive, 
it makes me feel wonderful when I 
get up there and lift a massive 
amount. I get thrilled when I’m 
working on a weight. Last weekend 
I did a 505-pound squat twice. My 
goal'is 600.” His online handle, by 



the way, is Hercules. 

“I used to be really over¬ 
weight,” he said. “I wasn’t athletic 
’til I got in recovery.” Cottrill has 
spent years clean and sober. 

Even now, Cottrill’s impressive 
form should daunt most potential 
adversaries, but with the addition 
of his myriad arm 
tattoos, he seems to 
attract some as well. 
“If some people wanna 
think of me as crazed, fine. 
They just better be prepared.” 
The process of competing 
is time-consuming, and 
will fill up the first two 
days of events at the 
Gay Games in Amster¬ 
dam. “You can be in 
open or masters,” Cot¬ 
trill explained. “There’s different 
weight categories, up to masters 
over 40.” He is concerned about his 
new group, and also disagrees with 
the categories, comparing age to 
strength. “I’m not sure how mas¬ 
ters will work. I know I’m strong. 
I’d like to win. I’d love to win.” 

During the meet, Cottrill said, 
“What you do is bid on the 
weight. You get three chances on

each lift: squat, bench, and dead¬ 
lift. We follow American Power- 
lifting Association rules: you can’t 
use wraps or special suits, nothing 
that reinforces the body. Belts are 
allowed, though.” 

Cottrill is quick to separate 
powerlifting from bodybuilding, 
which he said “is for show. Power- 
lifting is for strength. You have to 
do a different combination of exer¬ 
cises. I don’t want to lean down. 
What I need is the mass of my body 
to move large amounts of weight.” 

He lifts five to six days a week. 
“I like mornings. Three days I do 
heavy workouts. One day squats,

Patients should be informed that the Center for Disease Control 

K recommends that HIV-infected mothers not nurse newborn in¬ 
to reduce the risk of postnatal transmission of HIV infection. 
Laboratory Tests 

Mild to moderate increases in AST (SGOT) and ALT (SGPT) occurred com¬ 
monly in clinical trials; these did not interfere with continued therapy. 
Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility 

Long-term carcinogenicity studies of stavudine in animals have not 
been completed. Stavudine was not mutagenic in the Ames, £ coli 
reverse mutation, or the CH0/HGPRT mammalian cell forward gene 
mutation assays, with and without metabolic activation. Stavudine pro¬ 
duced positive results in the in vitro human lymphocyte clastogen- 
esis and mouse fibroblast assays, and in tne in vivo mouse mi¬ 
cronucleus test. In the in vitro assays, stavudine elevated the frequency 
of chromosome aberrations in human lymphocytes (concentrations 
of 25 to 250 pg/mL, without metabolic activation) and increased 
the frequency of transformed foci in mouse fibroblast cells (con- 
centrations of 25 to 2500 ug/mL, with and without metabolic activation).

In the in vivo micronucleus assay, stavudine was clastogenic in bone 
marrow cells following oral stavudine administration to mice at 
dosages of 600 to 2000 mg/kg/day for 3 days. 

No evidence of impaired fertility was seen in rats with exposures 
(based on C TOX ) up to 216 times that observed following a clinical 
dosage of 1 mg/kg/day. 

Pregnancy 

Pregnancy “Category C”. Reproduction studies have been performed 
in rats and rabbits with exposures (based on Cm,) up to 399 and 
183 times, respectively, of that seen at a clinical dosage of 1 mg/kg/day 
and have revealed no evidence of teratogenicity. The incidence in fe¬ 
tuses of a common skeletal variation, unossified or incomplete ossi¬ 
fication of stemebra, was increased in rats at 399 times human exposure, 
while no effect was observed at 216 times human exposure. A slight 
post-implantation loss was noted at 216 times the human exposure 
with no effect noted at approximately 135 times the human expo¬ 
sure. An increase in early rat neonatal mortality (birth to 4 days of age) 
occurred at 399 times the human exposure, while survival of neonates 
was unaffected at approximately 135 times the human exposure. A study 
in rats showed that stavudine is transferred to the fetus through the 
placenta. The concentration in fetal tissue was approximately one-half 
the concentration in maternal plasma. There are no adequate and 
well-controlled studies in pregnant women. Because animal reproduction 
studies are not always predictive of human response, stavudine 
should be used during pregnancy only if clearly needed. 

Nursing Mothers 

Studies in lactating rats demonstrated that stavudine is excreted in milk. 
Although it is not known whether stavudine is excreted in human 
milk, there exists the potential for adverse effects from stavudine in 
nursing infants. Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing 
if they are receiving stavudine. This is consistent with the recom¬ 
mendation by the U.S. Public Health Service Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention that HIV-infected mothers not breast-feed their in¬ 
fants to avoid risking postnatal transmission of HIV. 

Pediatric Use 

Use of stavudine in pediatric patients is supported by evidence from 
adequate and well-controlled studies of stavudine in adults with ad¬ 
ditional safety data in 115 pediatric patients and pharmacokinetic 
data in 25 of these patients. 

Stavudine pharmacokinetics have been evaluated in 25 HIV- 
infected pediatric patients (age range: 5 weeks to 15 years, weight 
range: 2 to 43 kg) after IV and oral administration of 0.125,0.5, 
1, and 2 mg/kg as single doses and as BID regimens. The mean 
± SD absolute bioavailability was 76.9 ± 31.7% (n=20). Peak plas¬ 
ma concentration (CJ and area under the plasma concentration- 
time curve (AUC) increased in proportion to dose after both sin¬ 
gle and multiple doses. 

Following intravenous infusions (n=21), the mean ± SD volume 
of distribution was 18.5 ± 9.17 L/nf. The distribution of stavudine into 
cerebrospinal fluid (CSF) was assessed in 8 pediatric patients after 
12 weeks of multiple oral dosing. The concentration of stavudine in 
CSF samples ranged form 0.008 to 0.105 pg/mL at times ranging from 
2 to 3 hours post-dose (dose ranging from 0.125 to 1 mg/kg). CSF 
concentrations ranged from 16% to 125% (mean ± SD of 59% ± 35%) 
of the concentration in simultaneous plasma samples. 

The terminal elimination half-line after oral or intravenous ad¬ 
ministration of stavudine was approximately one hour. The mean ± 
SD total body clearance after intravenous infusion was 247 ± 94 
mL/min/m 2 . The mean ± SD apparent oral clearance was 333 ± 87 
mL/min/m 2 . The percent of the dose excreted uncharged in the urine 
was 34.5% after oral administration. 

The clearance of stavudine is related to both body surface area and 
body weight When dosing according to body weight, the recommended 
dosage for pediatric patients weighing less than 30 kg is 2 mg/kg/day 
in divided doses. Pediatric patients weighing 30 kg or greater should 
receive the recommended adult dose. 

ADVERSE REACTIONS 

The major clinical toxicity of ZERIT (stavudine) is peripheral neuropathy 
(see “WARNINGS” section). 

Adults: Peripheral neuropathy is dose related (see Table 2). 
Modest elevation of hepatic transaminases was also observed com¬ 
monly in controlled trials.

Pediatric Patients: Adverse reactions and serious laboratory ab¬ 
normalities in pediatric patients were similar in type and frequen¬ 
cy to those seen in adult patients. 

0VERD0SAGE 

Experience with adults treated with 12 to 24 times the recommehded 
daily dosage revealed no acute toxicity. Complications of chronic over¬ 
dosage include peripheral neuropathy and hepatic toxicity. It is 
not known whether stavudine is eliminated by peritoneal dialysis 
or hemodialysis.

In her new one-woman show, Menopausal Gentleman, Shaw appears in a 
double-breasted suit with a white pocket handkerchief, which comes in handy for 
mopping her brow as she delivers a snappy stream-of-consciousness rant about 
being butch and going through her change of life. 

“I’m a 53-year-old woman who passes for a 35-year-old man who likes 
the ladies. I keep young by passing,” she declares in the show. “I was born a 
gentleman, so butch I don’t have to talk about it. It speaks for itself. I sacri¬ 
ficed being a woman for youth. A woman passing as a man looks like a 
younger man. A man passing as a woman looks like an older woman.” 

In Menopausal Gentleman, Shaw explains how she straps down her 
breasts, but it’s not just for the theatrical effect. In real life, too, Shaw 
often passes as a man. 

“I never pretend to be a man, even though I pass as one,” she says. 

“People choose to see me that way. The strapping down is very com¬ 
pelling. I did it for a while when I was young. In San Francisco, there’s 
a world of passing women coming out, women who go to their jobs 
dressed like men. I am dealing with that part of me that loves drag 
and wants to look good in a suit.” 

But as Shaw explains, it’s hard to pass for a man of 
any age with all those beastly hormones ranging 
inside. Waking up every night at four in the 
morning and sleeping alone because her bed is 
soaked with sweat has driven her crazy. She’s 
turned into a grandmotherly gentleman, baring her 
aging soul on stage.

R i ealism has always had a bad reputation in our little corner of the art world. 

I True, a perfectly rendered landscape or exquisitely detailed still life could 
be considered well-executed, even artful; but this late in a century of radical 
innovation in the visual arts, naturalism and realism just don’t seem to mat¬ 
ter, historically. 

Leave it to an exhibition that takes its title from disco icon Sylvester’s heyday to challenge 
all of our preconceived notions about realism. To Be Real, the group show curated by Rene 
de Guzman currently at Yerba Buena Center for the Arts, uses such reality-based forms as 
the still life and floor plan to investigate questions of perception, and that permeable 
membrane between truth and fiction. 

The show’s tone is set at its entrance, where San Francisco artist Stephanie 
Syjuco’s arrangement of silk flowers with artificial dewdrops reminds us that 
naturalism is, ater all, an artifice. The abundant floral display which greets us 
is based on a tradition of Dutch still lifes, in which flowers of different sea¬ 
sons were painted in the same bouquet: an obvious use of poetic license, 
but one which art-lovers have accepted for centuries. 

In a similar vein are sketchbook pages from Syjuco’s “Faux Botanical 
Studies,” and Bill Logan’s hyper-realistic fishing lures, insects that don’t 
exist in nature, but are convincing enough to make your flesh crawl (and the 
fish bite.) In a nice counterpoint to Logan’s monstrous creepy-crawlies, Tony 
Matelli’s small dandelion weeds, created from epoxy resin and plaster, sprout in cor-

says Shaw. “Most women I talk to 
said their mothers got a divorce, 
had a breakdown, or became al¬ 
coholics from going through this 
huge change and not having any¬ 
one to talk to.” 

Shaw says menopause might 
be more difficult for lesbian cou¬ 
ples, especially if both women are 
going through it at the same time. 

“Menopause is interesting for 
lesbian couples,” says Shaw. “I’m 
sure a lot of relationships don’t 
make it, because both women are 
going through menopause, and 
you don’t have anyone to balance 
you. When you’re sharing space, 
someone has to go along with you 
and see you change in front of 
their eyes. It is called ‘the change,’ 
after all.” 

The Obie award-winning per¬ 
former is best known for her work 
with Split Britches, a renowned 
lesbian theater company, and at 
W.O.W. Cafe, a lesbian perfor¬ 
mance space in New York’s East 
Village. Shaw and her partner, 
Lois Weaver, founded both in 
1980. Through these avenues, 
they found the freedom to write 
about issues important to them. “I 
don’t know the difference be¬ 
tween theater and reality. I don’t 
have any boundaries. I don’t have 
any secrets. Theater is a way for 
me to talk about things that are 
not talked about.” 

Menopause isn’t the easiest 
subject to address — especially 
for a passing butch — but Shaw 
figures if she had to deal with it 
offstage, she might as well deal 
with it in front of an audience. 

“I didn’t really start out to 
write a show about menopause,”

Gregory Wallace takes a trip back in time 
in A.C.T/s Insurrection: Holding Histor /

1 I hen it comes to choosing 
a Broadway show for 
their kids, parents tend to 
be predictable. Beauty and the 
Beast, The Sound of Music, and 
Cats are the standard choices. But 
Gregory Wallace’s parents had 
other ideas. Back in the ’60s, they 
took their quiet little grade- 
schooler to the original produc¬ 
tion of Hair, which, at the time, 
was more than a little hair-rais¬ 
ing^ 

“I remember being quite 
transfixed and appalled that they 
actually took their clothes off,” 
the actor said. “And I remember 
loving the feeling of being 
shocked.” 

Now, Wallace is giving audi¬ 
ences a shock as the lead charac¬ 
ter in Robert O’Hara’s Insurrec¬ 
tion: Holding History, a new play 
that must be counted as one of 
American Conservatory Theatre’s 
gutsier choices of recent years. 

“I was sure they weren’t going 
to do it,” Wallace said in a recent 
interview. The actor helped 
A.C.T. test-drive the play in a 
workshop production last year, 
but he had his doubts about their 
resolve in mounting this produc¬ 
tion. 

Wallace is best-known to Bay 
Area audiences for his portrayal 
of Belize, the sharp-tongued 
nurse, in A.C.T.’s production of 
Angels in America three years ago, 
and now he’s back at the theater 
playing Ron, a gay black graduate 
student who gets transported 
back in time to 1831 and the eve 
of the famous slave rebellion led 
by Nat Turner. Here, this unfo¬ 
cused academic gets a flesh-and- 
blood lesson in life, love, and her¬ 
itage. 

“It’s a roller coaster ride 
through history,” Wallace said of 
the play, which opens this week at 
the Geary Theater. “It’s lovely and 
serious and funny and truly out¬ 
rageous.” 

Although Insurrection had a 
run last year at the New York 
Shakespeare Festival, it is basical¬ 
ly a new work without a track 
record. For Wallace and his col¬ 
leagues, that means they’ll have to 
prove themselves, which can be 
both exciting and scary. 

While Wallace confessed that 
playing Belize was a breeze, find¬ 
ing his way in this new role is 
“about going to the end of the 
diving board and doing a triple 
somersault with a twist. Some¬ 
times I feel more predisposed to 
taking chances,” Wallace said. “It 
depends on what’s going on in 
my life.” 

About two months ago, as he 
was preparing his role in Insur¬ 
rection, Wallace lost his grandfa¬ 
ther. They were close, and it was 
a difficult time for the actor. “As I 
was helping him through death, 
litererally holding him in my 
arms, I realized how extraordi¬ 
nary those who come before us 
are. It hit me square in the face 
how they lay the groundwork. It’s 
like what Ron goes through in the 
play.” 

Wallace wa's talking during a 
rehearsal break. Before the break, 
director Charles Randolph- 
Wright was working with Wallace 
and several other actors on a 
scene in which a time-traveled 
Ron is awakened from sleep by 


the soft caresses of a slave named 
Hammett. Though he admits it 
feels good, Ron pulls away be¬ 
cause he knows that the uprising 
Hammett is about to join will 
exact a high cost in terms of 
human life. Ultimately, 60 white 
people died during the insurrec¬ 
tion and 200 slaves were executed 
in retaliation. Ron wants to 
change history, but he can’t. 

It’s a serious scene, said Wal¬ 
lace, but it isn’t representative of 
the work’s overall tone. “There 
are a lot of laughs in the play,” he 
said, “and there is some lovely 
camp as well.” 

While the love that blossoms 
between Ron and Hammett is an 
integral component of Insurrec¬ 
tion, Wallace doesn’t consider the 
piece “a gay play or even a black 
play. Being gay is just who Ron 
happens to be, so this is the 
screen through which he filters 
his experiences.” 


The play’s the thing 

Like any actor, Wallace filters 
his performances through his 
own life experiences, and in his 
case, these include being gay. “As 
you create a life force,” he said, 
“there is a give and take between 
your life and the character you’re 
playing. There are times when it 
helps to bring that gay part to the 
forefront, and there are times 
when that aspect can inform 
parts that are straight. I think I’m 
a fairly balanced person, and I 
enjoy finding the masculine and 
feminine sides of all roles. We 
have a joke around here that my 
character is looking for his inner 
black girl.” 

While he conceded that “it 
does make it easier” being a gay 
actor in a gay role, Wallace doesn’t 
think it’s essential. He has no 
problem with straight actors play-

Dyke trifecta 

Queer-tinged flicks in 'Berlin and Beyond'

Eva Norvind in Monika Treut's Didn't Do It For Love. 


■; erlin and Beyond is a yearly 
•: mini-fest of recent cinema, 
:: features and documen¬ 
taries, from Germany, Switzer¬ 
land, and Austria. In the best tra¬ 
dition of European film, this 
year’s entries have some welcome 
queer elements. Sadly, gay men 
aren’t in evidence in the following 
three-film sampling, but dykes 
appear in force. 

Signorina Snow White is a 
classic lipstick lesbian in Helmut 
Dietl’s over-the-top farce Rossini, 
or The Fatal Question of Who Slept 
with Whom (Germany, 1996). 
She’s one of a loosely aligned 
group of sophisticates who use 
Rossini’s Restaurant as a combi¬ 
nation therapy and play space. 
She transparently plays up to var¬ 
ious men who can help her get a 
part in a movie while engaging in 
black-comic skirmishes with her 
punky girlfriend, a Polish actress 
named Watussnick. Their dish is 
some of this well-written film’s 
most brittle. In an elaborate at¬ 
tack, she denounces her lover: 
“You little red-headed brat, with 
your chewed-up fingernails, your 
stubby little legs, your potato 
nose, your grubby, sordid base¬ 
ment theatre smell.” Typical of the 
film, though, she quickly relents 
after this tirade, holding out her 
arms in a sentimental gesture and 
screaming, “Huggy-time!” 

More serious is the dyke affair 
in Christof Schertenleib’s Lovely 
Lies (Switzerland/Austria, 1996), 
which looks at the endlessly inter¬ 
secting lives of a group of frustrat¬ 
ed moderns. The title refers to the 
characters’ emotional modus 
operandi, with endless deceptions

and double-crosses punctuated by 
occasional discoveries and near-vi¬ 
olence. Beatrice, who is pregnant, 
plays the two potential fathers 
against each other for her own 
ends, while she’s being manipulat¬ 
ed by them for their own purpos¬ 
es. In this corrupt world, surpris¬ 
ingly enough, Beatrice doesn’t hide 
from anyone the fact that she’s in a 
serious relationship with a woman, 
though she’s less honest with the 
object of her affection. As in Rossi¬ 
ni, the film locates the lesbians in 
precisely the same moral realm as 
the hetero couples, treating their 
emotional interplay as being 
equally valid (or invalid). 

The third lesbian motif in this 
series is in Didn't Do It for Love 
(Germany, 1996). Monika Treut’s 
documentary looks at the life of 
the bisexual Eva Norvind, a noto¬ 
rious New York dominatrix of the 


’80s and ’90s who also had a col¬ 
orful career as an artist’s model, 
movie star, photographer, jour¬ 
nalist, prostitute, and, most re¬ 
cently, as a student of forensic 
psychology at New York Universi¬ 
ty. The fringe aspects of Norvind’s 
life are shown in heady detail — 
from her leading role in trashy 
Mexican movies like Santo v. la 
Invacion de los Marcianos (1965), 
to her affair with a dwarf, to some 
explicit lesbian bondage routines. 
But these scenes are deceptive: the 
real story here, one that is beauti¬ 
fully told, is of a powerful woman 
who relentlessly busts taboos in 
search of more authentic modes 
of being. ▼

ing gay roles, and he certainly de¬ 
mands his shot at straight roles. 

“I was one of two gay actors in 
Angels in America, and there was 
some surprise that [the produc¬ 
tion] didn’t have more gay actors, 
since it was in San Francisco, of 
all places. But in the end, it didn’t 
matter, because gay and straight 
actors came out to give some of 
their best performances.” 

Wallace has also played many 
roles that were conceived for 
white actors, among them Far- 
quhar’s The Beaux Stratagem at 
Berkeley Rep, Shakespeare’s As 
You Like It at the New York Public 
Theater, and Moliere’s The 
Learned Ladies at Williamstown 
Theater Festival: 

“That has been my strength,” 
he said of his classical theater 
roles. “I have been the non-tradi- 
tional casting poster boy. But I 
love the word, and finding the 
meaning behind the word. Unfor¬ 
tunately, there are not enough 
black actors who choose to use 
this skill. I am overbred in that re¬ 
spect.” 

Growing up in Long Island, 
Wallace, who calls himself “thir¬ 
tysomething,” was encouraged to 
pursue his interest in theater by 


his parents, who “were just so 
happy that I found something 
that got me out of my room.” 
After undergraduate work at New 
York University, he studied at the 
Yale School of Drama. After earn¬ 
ing his degree in 1987, he headed 
first to New York before moving 
to Los Angeles, where he now 
lives with his lover of seven years. 

Even though he has worked 
steadily for the past decade, Wal¬ 
lace says the basic lack of security 
for an actor “makes you have to 
commit over and over to what 
you believe in.” For Wallace, this 
means performances that make a 
difference, and he includes Insur¬ 
rection in that category. 

“I want to do theater, film, and 
television that pushes the enve¬ 
lope to where people are almost 
uncomfortable,” he said. “There is 
so much growing up for human¬ 
ity to do, and you can’t do it when 
you’re too comfortable. You have 
to expand to embrace this play, 
and that’s a good thing. It makes 
you larger as a person.” T

Winter’s tale 

Wim Wenders' 'Lisbon Stor/ 


by Gary Morris 


. im Wenders’ Lisbon Story 
: . was made in 1994 but 
never optioned by a dis¬ 
tributor for American release. 
Even a casual viewing, which is all 
any audience is likely to give it, 
shows why. The film begins 
promisingly, then rambles, then 
collapses entirely into the familiar 
precious philosophizing and tire¬ 
some angst that mar so much of 
Wenders’ work. Perhaps we 
should be grateful that at least 
there are no angels prancing 
through this one. 

The film opens with the ami¬ 


able Philip Winter (Rudiger 
Vogler), a sound-man for movies, 
driving to Portugal to see his 
friend, filmmaker Friedrich Mon¬ 
roe (Patrick Bauchau). After a se¬ 
ries of droll scenes in which his pa¬ 
tience is sorely tested by a broken 
foot and a broken car, he finally ar¬ 
rives in Portugal. But Monroe is 
nowhere in sight; instead, Winter 
meets a Portugese musical group, 
falls in love with their lead singer, 
and wanders through the streets of 
Lisbon recording various sounds 
and acting as a kind of tourguide 
for the audience. 

This is, in a sense, both the 
film’s strength and its undoing. 
Lisbon is a beautiful place that 


resonates with history, and so is 
worth our attention on a purely 
pictorial level. But a feature film 
has to be more than just a travel¬ 
ogue, and when Wenders’ ambi¬ 
tion exceeds this simple strategy, 
it flounders badly. When Monroe 
finally appears, screaming and 
carrying on about his artistic 
blocks, the effect is stultifying. 
The director seems to want to in¬ 
vite us into the secret spaces of his 
mind, but it’s like going to a party 
where the guests never arrive. ▼

Ready and willing

irst, I should admit that 

Bruce LaBruce’s tawdry 

Santa Monica Boulevard 
travelogue Hustler White is one of 
only two films I’ve walked out on 
midway (the other being John 
Waters’ Polyester). It wasn’t the 
inept direc¬ 
tion or 
sophomoric 
humor that 
drove me 
from my 
seat, but the 
absence of a 
single orig¬ 
inal idea. I 



enjoy zero- 
budget 
Modern 
Primitive 
raunch as 
much as 
the next 
guy, but 
LaBruce’s 

queerer-than-thou homage to Eu¬ 
rotrash melodrama and rent-boy 
ennui seemed hopelessly passe, 
shocking only in its utter lack of 
shock value. 

Owing to this unpleasant ex¬ 
perience, I did not feel well-dis¬ 
posed to The Reluctant Pornogra¬ 
pher, LaBruce’s new collection of 
rants and diary entries, many of 
which originally appeared in the 
zine Exclaim. Yet, to my surprise, 
in print LaBruce’s effete postur¬ 
ing, dishy gossip, and sex-and- 
drugs misadventures are actually 
quite entertaining, though no less 
self-indulgent than on screen. 
He’s genuinely witty and winning 
as a world-weary journal-scrib¬ 
bler and shameless self-promoter. 

Following a pithy introduction 
by that other famous Canadian 
gay celeb, Kid in the Hall Scott 
Thompson, LaBruce lets loose his 
man-you-love-to-hate, I’m-so- 
special-and-you’re-not persona. 
Name-dropping like Truman 
Capote, and hurling poison- 
tipped bon mots at drag queens 
and washed-up porn stars, 
LaBruce kisses and tells with 


jaded relish. He writes of losing 
his virginity in a tacky Province- 
town hotel room, being cruised by 
Joey Stefano at an LA sex club, 
and hanging out with the likes of 
Marc Almond, Gus Van Sant, and 
^performance artist Ron Athey. 

As the self-styled Prince of the 
Homosexuals and “one of the 
most famous fags in the world,” 
LaBruce claims to have founded 
the queercore movement through 
which skinhead nellies infiltrated 
the punk scene. Mission accom¬ 
plished, he proceeded to give New 
Queer Cine¬ 
ma a mo¬ 
hawk with 
Hustler 
White and 
Super 8 
1/2, the 

rocky film- 
ings of 

which he 
relates in 
full detail 
(“I seem to 
be at my 
happiest flat 
on my back 
with my legs 
in the air in 
front of a 
whirring camera”). While on the 
film festival circuit, LaBruce 
crashes in Berlin amid Aryan 
studs who make him feel “geneti¬ 
cally challenged, like Don Knotts 
at a Mr. Universe contest.” 

Despite his international play¬ 
boy success, poor Bruce can’t 
seem to find a nice, tattooed sadist 
with whom to settle down. “The 
closest anyone has come to touch¬ 
ing my heart was when I got fist¬ 
ed recently,” the lovelorn provoca¬ 
teur confesses, having lost both 
River Phoenix and Kurt Cobain as 
potential husbands. Oh well, 
there’s always Britpop fop Damon 
from Blur, who in concert “hugs 
himself in a very come-hither, 
NAMBLA newsletter coverboy 
kind of way.” 

For 200 pages (50 too many), 
LaBruce camps and quips like 
Quentin Crisp’s illegitimate great- 
grandson, interrupted only by 
badly developed, behind-the- 
scenes snapshots of the dicks-ga- 
lore Hustler White shoot. It’s trash, 
sure, but it’s already my favorite 
guilty pleasure of the new year. 


Just don’t believe the title: 
LaBruce is ready and willing, as il¬ 
lustrated by the photo in which, 
wearing nothing more than boots 
and sunglasses, he bends over to 
show off a large, lit candle stuck 
up his favorite orifice. Now that's 
showbiz. ▼

ners and cracks in the gallery 
floors. These are easily missed but 
small delights for the museumgo- 
er who takes the time to really 
look. 

Realist sculpture, a burgeoning 
genre since the critical success of 
Charles Ray and his outsize hu¬ 
manoids, is best represented here 
by Matelli’s Lost and Sick , a three¬ 
some of life-sized Boy Scouts 
puking up their ‘Smores by the 
sad remnants of a stone-cold 
campfire. The piece’s crayon col¬ 
ors and Hallmark imagery owe 
something to Jeff Koons’ ceramic 
monstrosities from the ’80s, but 
Matelli puts his own queasy twist 
on the material. But as a symbol 
of urban squalor and degrada¬ 
tion, nothing beats his “Bag of 
Shit on Fire” on the gallery floor. 

Moving from the urban to the 
suburban, the large, lush pho¬ 
tographs of Gregory Crewdson 
portray the fecundity of nature, 
and its capacity to overwhelm 
mere human folly. Crewdson’s 
oversized moths beating against 
screen windows, his decaying 
corpses and mysterious egg for¬ 
mations, all present a Lynchian vi¬ 
sion of the universe’s dark forces. 
In Crewdson’s color-saturated 
prints, Mother Nature is a vixen 
with a secret — and razor-sharp 
teeth. 

Seemingly more benign, Mark 
Bennett’s blueprints with 
painstaking details based upon 
close observations of the sets of 
classic television programs are fi¬ 
nally as unsettling as any of the 
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Gay Party V

show’s more overtly creepy pres¬ 
ences. For these schematic draw¬ 
ings of, say, “Lucy and Ricky Ri¬ 
cardo’s Beverly Palms Hotel 
Suite,” or the “Home of Laverne 
DeFazio and Shirley Finney,” be¬ 
tray countless hours of worship at 
the cathode-ray altar of commer¬ 
cial television. If the floor plan of 
Bob and Emily Hartley’s river- 
view Chicago apartment is as 
“real” as the graph paper on 
which it is charted, what does that 
say about television and its perva¬ 
sive brainwash? Bennett, in a 
panel discussion with Professor 
Byron B. Reeves, takes on this very

If many of these works jar the

Supernature

T o get nature to stand still long enough for him to paint it, 
wannabe naturalist John James Audubon had to hunt and kill 
his subjects and then wire them into life-like poses. Later 
artists had the benefit of a camera to freeze things in nature. But 
neither they nor Audubon could capture the underlying reality of 
nature — its incessant flux. 

Artist Alexis Rockman has found his own way around the ob¬ 
stacles posed by an ever-changing nature. He simply jumps ahead. 
In images that fall somewhere between Audubon, Salvador Dali, 
and Hieronymous Bosch — with dashes of the Hudson River 
School and Jurassic Park thrown in — Rockman ups the evolu¬ 
tionary ante by creating images that we know in our guts, if not in 
our retinae. From duck-billed raccoons to Siamese-twin cattle to 
what looks like a cross between a German shepherd and a Mino¬ 
taur, the inhabitants of Rockman’s world seem at once gnawingly 
familiar and strangely distant. These by-turns beautiful and hor¬ 
rific creatures may look like freaks by today’s zoological standards, 
but by tomorrow’s, they could well be the mainstream. 

Rockman’s paintings and watercolors of elaborately conceived 
flora and fauna underscore the absurdity of our need to catego¬ 
rize nature in a world where test-tube septuplets and cloned 
sheep are looked upon as wonders of human ingenuity, but vari¬ 
ations in sexual preference or the right of women to choose are 
viewed as aberrations of the natural order. Rockman’s work is 
up through mid-January at the Contemporary Arts Museum in 
Houston, and in an ongoing group exhibition at Jay Gorney 
Modern Art in New York. ▼

Highway 
m is as fine 
a novel as I 
have read in a 
long time, 
and for lots of 
reasons. Per¬ 
simmon 
Blackbridge’s 
tale ; of one 
woman’s

ness is extraordinarily 
well-constructed, and uses a vari¬ 
ety of techniques to create a vivid 
and compelling world. 

Jam is over 40, an artist and 
writer who supports herself by 
cleaning houses and writing 
grants. Oh yes, and she’s been at 
the mercy of the mental-health 
police more than a few times. 
Afraid to leave her house, Jam 
maintains contact with the out¬ 
side world via an on-line chat 
group called This Is Crazy, which 
includes both prisoners of the 
psychiatric establishment and re¬ 
cent escapees. Her life can 
summed up with an entry in her 
diary: “This year’s book is like a 
Southerner’s fantasy of True 
North: white and empty.” 

Jam is on the way to some¬ 
thing tremendous in her psycho¬ 
logical life, but the shrink she sees 
can only offer drugs like Prozac, 
Zoloft, and Lithium. That the 
side-effects of the drugs can be 
deadly is less important than get¬ 
ting the patient regulated on a 
regime of drug therapies. 

Prozac Highway is the first 
novel I have read that uses the on¬ 
line phenomenon to good effect. 
We see Jam’s attempts to reach out 
through her fear, but we also see 
that only the others in the chat 
group, who have also been put 
through the tortures of being la¬ 
beled crazy, understand exactly 
what is going on with Jam and 
with one another. Jam’s growing 
relationship with Fruitbat is par¬ 
ticularly touching. 

But the book is more than an 
on-line romance. Blackbridge also 
has important things to say about 
friendship and madness and life 
itself, and she does so without 
preaching or resorting to card¬ 
board characters whose sole func¬ 
tion is to lecture on the author’s 
beliefs. Blackbridge uses humor 
very effectively — I can’t remem¬ 
ber another writer who has gotten 
so many honest laughs out of de¬ 
pression. 

The rules in mental hospitals 
are so obnoxious and dehuman¬ 
izing that a stay in one quickly be¬ 
comes an exercise in outsmarting 
the keepers rather than getting 
better. Blackbridge captures the 
Catch 22 of the mental health sys¬ 
tem with painful and dead-on ac¬ 
curacy. She also writes gorgeous 
prose that is a pleasure to read. If 
you have ever wondered, even for 
a moment, about those people 
you try not to see on the street, 
you know, the ones who are talk¬ 
ing to themselves and look like 
they’ve been sleeping'in their 
clothes for a long time, now is the 
chance to meet them. Maybe 
you’ll find some compassion 


when 

you do. My guess is that after you 
read Prozac Highway, you’ll never 
see those street folk the same way 
again. T

Hence, it 
follows that the film’s leaden pace 
is “a more naturalistic approach to 
filmmaking,” and stolid line read¬ 
ings are an “attempt to enrich 
characterization.” Yeah, right. And 
we’re Brad Pitt.

vile men based upon historical records 
of what they expected at their ban¬ 
quets.

Jackie 0 by Michael Daugherty 
(libretto by Wayne Koestenbaum); 
Houston Grand Opera, Argo, 
$16.95 

l f the thought of Wayne 

Koestenbaum does not fill you 

with longing to hear an opera 
libretto penned by the darling of 
the gay academic studies crowd, 
think again. Koestenbaum’s em¬ 
barrassing effusions on Anna 
Moffo, Maria Callas, and Jacque¬ 
line Kennedy Onassis may be too 
much to stomach in confessional 
tomes like The Queen’s Throat, but 
as a librettist he has the virtue of 
brevity. He is cool and elliptical 
enough to provide a text that a hip 
composer can mine for vocal 
nuggets. 

Take the central premise of 
Jackie O, the 1997 opera Koesten¬ 
baum and Michael Daugherty 
wrote for Houston Grand Opera’s 
Studio. The widow of JFK has 
emerged from mourning to min¬ 
gle with the Studio 54 crowd, fic¬ 
tionally personified by Liz Taylor, 
Grace Kelly, Andy Warhol, and a 
crowd of hedonistic partygoers. It 
doesn’t matter that these people 
weren’t all together historically. 
Koestenbaum’s riff on celebrity is 
merely an all-inclusive list that 
sets off the crowd: “Flash! Look! 
Click! Snap! Stop! Freeze! Turn! 
Cheese!” 

When Aristotle Onassis meets 
Jackie, he sings a seductive aria, “I 
am Curious (Yellow),” in which a 
real-life incident (Ari apparently 


took Jackie to see the taboo-break¬ 
ing ’60s film) is manipulated to 
suggest a plausible reason for their 
unlikely marriage. Ari muses, “I am 
curious (yellow)/I am curious 
(blue)/Men like me are 
curious/Jackie, are you curious, 
too?” The rhyme is little more than 
doggerel, yet Daugherty’s melis- 
matic strains ooze with erotic un¬ 
dercurrents, especially in basso 
Eric Owens’ performance as Ari. 

So, Jackie O is not historical, 
but rather rhetorical, a brief, sug¬ 
gestive glimpse of psyches in tran¬ 
sit, exactly what an opera ought to 
be. Jackie marries Ari and tries to 
hide on his island, where the lurk¬ 
ing presence of the abandoned 
Maria Callas (a none-too-subtle 
reference to Strauss’ Ariadne auf 
Naxos ) makes “happiness” impos¬ 
sible. When Jackie and Maria fi¬ 
nally meet in “The Flame Duet,” 
and in the paparazzi-bashing 
“Smash His Camera” (which has 
twice the resonance since the 
death of Princess Diana), the 
opera goes beyond CNN topicali¬ 
ty into the realm of iconic 
mythology. 

None of which would be possi¬ 
ble without the music. Daugher¬ 
ty, who teaches at the University 
of Michigan, is the hottest com¬ 
modity on the new music scene; 
his Metropolis Symphony was one 
of the best new music discs of 
1997. As a composer, he memo¬ 
rably combines pop, rock, Broad¬ 
way, and other contemporary 
styles with rigorous classical foun¬ 
dations. But while Daughtery’s 
music is eclectic and adventurous 
— he employs unusual instru¬ 


mentation, like whistles, sirens, 
and fog horns for punctuation — 
he can also write sprightly, mem¬ 
orable vocal music. 

The Houston Opera Studio 
artists eat it up. Nicole Heaston 
(Jackie) and Stephanie Novacek 
(Maria) are able to make their 
words distinct, in both coloratura 
and declamatory modes. When 
the ghost of JFK (tenor John 
McVeigh) materializes to sing a 
sad duet with Jackie, we are close 
to opera as it was known before 
composers resorted to literal vocal

lines and gave the orchestra all the 
best tunes. 

In addition to its vocal-emo¬ 
tive qualities and its ironic take on 
celebrity (and operatic history), 
Jackie O can also be raucously 
funny. Daugherty is not above 
making rude orchestral noises. 
Ari’s “Stiff Drink” (literally an 
endless list of chic cocktails) is 
only one of several amusing num¬ 
bers. This is a bright, hard-edged, 
yet compulsively listenable 80 
minutes of operatic music. I’d like 
to see it staged locally. ▼ 


When an enigmatic - and gor¬ 
geous - woman appears, Helen is 
ready for some good loving. The 
mystery woman is Cory Chamber- 
lain, a concert pianist on the cusp 
bf a career move that will bring her 
everything she has ever wished for 
professionally. True love is icing on 
the cake for these two women. 

Marolt could have left her story 
there and had a lovely little ro¬ 
mance, but Coming Attractions of¬ 
fers much more than that. Helen 
is a dyke with a mission. She wants 
nothing less than a public coming 
out by the glitterati of the New 
York theatre scene. It is a tribute to 
Marolt’s skill as a writer that she 
makes the coming out not easy, 
but absolutely believable. There 
are trials on the way to that glori¬ 
ous night, of course, but they and 
the characters who cause them are 
always credible. 

Coming Attractions is entertain¬ 
ing, suspenseful (I can’t tell you 
why), loving, and filled with a rich¬ 
ness of detail that makes any novel 
a pleasure to read. I only hope that 
enough queers will take its mes¬ 
sage to heart. Come out, every¬ 
body; let the good times roll. ▼

. aye Maiman’s sixth Robin 

.• Miller mystery is a tautly 

: constructed thriller, darker, I 
think, than her earlier novels, and 
very creepy. Serial killers seem to 
be the flavor of the month in the 
mystery line, but Maiman’s killer 
and the story of Robin’s involve¬ 
ment in the case are handled deft¬ 
ly and with real originality. 

Robin is back with her on 
again-off again lover, K.T. Bell¬ 
flower, and their visit to New Or¬ 
leans is interrupted by what ap¬ 
pears to be another in a series of 
murders that began with the bru¬ 
tal slaughter of Mary Ryan, the 
wife of Robin’s good friend, John. 
Paired with an ex-cop, Sweeney, 
described by John as the best in 
the business, Robin can’t help 
feeling that Sweeney’s sexism and 
brutality are considerably less 
than useful, but her loyalty to 
John keeps her quiet. 

The serial murder investigation 
is paired very nicely with the trials 
of K.T.’s pregnancy, a fine juxtapo¬ 
sition of life and death that is not 
heavy-handed but rather quite ef¬ 
fective. Because K.T. was already 
pregnant when she and Robin got 
back together, the whole question 
of whether or not Robin wants to 
be a parent has been decided with 
no input whatever from her. The 



continuing tension over the dan¬ 
gers and general nastiness of 
Robin’s job as a private investigator 
versus K.T.’s wonderful career as a 
chef is portrayed with real skill. 

Maiman’s P.I. is a credible mix 
of guilt and bravado, with plenty 
of street smarts and more than a 
little tenderness. The other char¬ 
acters in this novel are also vivid¬ 
ly depicted; they lend a fine tex¬ 
ture to the plot. 

Old Black Magic is about a ser¬ 
ial killer, and the descriptions of 
the killings are brutal. If you are 
easily upset by violence, this may 
be very difficult to get through. 
For the rest of us, however, 
Maiman’s exploration of the dark 
side of too many lives is powerful¬ 
ly real, although I wouldn’t read 
this book alone after the sun goes 
down unless your house is pro¬ 
tected by a fierce watch-cat. Make 
that a really fierce watch-cat. ▼

don’t read a lot of men’s writ¬ 
ing, but Period Pieces is so fine 

a collection of poetry that I 
may have to make a greater effort 
in the future to check out what 
the men have to say. Rudy Kikel is 
a poet of great skill and greater 
sensitivity, and this collection 
speaks to the heart of being alive. 

Divided into four sections, the 
poems in this volume examine gay 
life in both biological families as 
well as in families of choice. “Nein” 
is the narrator’s history of personal 
rejection. “Ja” is a stunning series of 
reactions to a personal ad that in¬ 
cludes the phrase “Aryan type.” I 
found the positive answers, those 
which seemed thrilled at the possi¬ 
bilities of a Nazi connection, quite 
terrifying. Juxtaposed with 
“Gottscheers,” a history of a Ger¬ 
man family living in Yugoslavia 
during World War II, the result is a 
chilling look at the destructive 
power of hatred. “My Hamlet” pre¬ 
sents nine pairs of poems in which 
the words of Kikel’s pal Craig Row¬ 
land and Kikel’s responses to him 
offer a moving look at the ways that 
friendship can survive the plague. 
“‘I don’t love Sterling,’ I/told Chris¬ 
tian at your death, ‘I/love Craig.’ 
‘Not a relationship,’/he responded, 
‘with much of/a future.’ Well, we’re 
showing him.” 

Rudy Kikel is a poet who 
speaks to all who will listen. He 
writes with deep feelings and 
thoughtful deliberation. Richly 
textured with the poetry of the 
everyday, Period Pieces is a mov¬ 
ing and thoughtful work. Y

First 
Run has chosen to letterbox their 
video, which means Metzger’s 
carefully constructed vistas aren’t 
lost. The Alley Cats is a light¬ 
hearted romp through the ’60s 
swingers scene, and is full of sex, 
some hetero, some not.

This year’s pack¬ 
age, Around the World the Lesbian 
Way, is made up of five foreign 
films of unusually high quality. 

First up is Kelli Simpson’s This 
Marching Girl Thing, an altogeth¬ 
er too-brief look at a day in the 
life of Australian baton-twirler 
Cindy as she competes with her 
baton club and vacillates between 
an old boyfriend and a new girl¬ 
friend. 

Next is Swiss director Katrin 
Barben’s Go Girl, a music video 
that follows a comely stranger as 
she walks around New York City. 
The video makes good use of 
Manhattan. 

From Canada comes Lorri 
Millan and Shawna Dempsey’s
